BOOKS ON BRITISH HISTORY 


I. GENERAL SURVEYS AND PERIOD HISTORIES 


THE student beginning a course of reading on British history will need first of 
all a stimulating, general account calling his attention to salient events, per-- 
sonalities and policies, while encouraging him to follow up particular 
subjects in more specialized works. These requirements are all admirably 
fulfilled in G. M. Trevelyan’s History of England (3rd edition, reprinted 1948, 
Longmans, 12s.6d.). This is attractively written in the best liberal tradition by 
one of the most highly regarded of living British historians. A more conserva- 
tive approach is made in Keith Feiling’s recently published History of England 
(1950, Macmillan, 30s.), which provides, like Trevelyan, references for 
further reading. Shorter than either of these substantial volumes is E. L. 
Woodward's History of England (1947, Methuen, 4s.6d.), which packs much 
information into small space. All these surveys of Britain’s past pay some 
attention toWales and Scotland and Ireland, but the story requires filling.out 
from the works of national authors who do fuller justice to their own 
countries. The History of Wales from the Earliest Times to the Edwardian 
Conquest (3rd edition, 2 vols., 1949, Longmans, 42s.) has been thoroughly 
recorded by Sir J. E. Lloyd. A History of Modern Wales [1485-1931] has been 
provided by D. A. Williams (1950, Murray, 12s.6d.). A good single volume 
on Scotland is Agnes Mure Mackenzie’s Kingdom of Scotland: a Short History 
(new edition, 1941, Chambers, 7s.6d.). A well-known Scottish historian of 
the last century, Hume Brown, summarized his own larger works in 
Scotland: a Short History. This has been re-edited recently by H. W. Meikle 
and issued with new illustrations (1951, Oliver & Boyd, 12s.6d.). The most 
popular single-volume History of Ireland is that by the late Edmund Curtis 
(6th edition, revised, 1950, Methuen, 18s.). A new Short History of Ireland 
has been written by J. C. Beckett (1951, Hutchinson, 8s.6d.). There is an 
excellent selection of Irish Historical Documents, 1172-1922, made by E. Curtis 
and R. B. McDowall (1943, Methuen, 18s.). 

Having fixed in his mind the main outlines of the picture, the student may 
choose to fill them in by reading systematically through one of the excellent 
series of national histories noted below; or he may prefer to pick out individual 
volumes, whether in a series or not, which pay particular attention to a 
period or an aspect of history in which he is especially interested. The great 
Oxford History of England, edited by G. N. Clark, is designed to provide 
authoritative surveys of each period by acknowledged masters. Each volume 
contains an account of the sources on which it is based and critical biblio- 
graphies. Less scholarly, but briefer, cheaper and easier to read are the little 
volumes of the Pelican History of England now appearing (since 1948, Penguin 
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Books, 1s.6d., 2s. or 2s.6d. each). Far from being superseded are older series 
such as the Political History of England, edited by W. Hunt and R. L. Poole 
(12 vols., numerous editions, from 1906, Longmans) and Methuen’s History 
of England, edited by Sir C. Oman (8 vols., numerous editions, from 1910, 
Methuen). Noteworthy volumes in all these series will be mentioned in their 
appropriate periods below. 

An excellent basis for early studies is provided by G. O. Sayles in The 
Medieval Foundations of England (2nd edition, 1950, Methuen, 18s.). This has 
the unusual merit of stating in advance of each section what evidence is 
available for the period—archaeological, documentary and literary. A rather 
different Introduction to the History of England, from the Earliest Times to 1204 
(1949, Collins, 21s.) is supplied by Douglas Jerrold who writes with under- 
standing about the transition from the Dark Ages to the Ages of Faith, but 
lacks the professional knowledge of Professor Sayles. There is little doubt 
that the Oxford History volume on Roman Britain and the English Settlements, 
by the late R. S. Collingwood and J. N. L. Myres, is the most satisfactory 
starting point (2nd edition, 1937, reprinted 1945, Oxford University Press, 
21s.). This may well be followed by the second volume of the History: 
Anglo-Saxon England (2nd edition, 1947, Oxford University Press, 15s.), by 
Sir F. M. Stenton, the greatest living authority on this difficult period. Sir 
Charles Oman’s volume in the Methuen series on England before the Norman 
Conquest (first published 1910; 9th edition, 1949, Methuen, 21s.) should not 
be overlooked: it is still a clear guide through the confusing campaigns and 
complicated dynastic struggles of the time. 

The next period, From Domesday Book to Magna Carta, is more than ade- 
quately covered by A. L. Poole’s volume, the latest issued in the Oxford 
History of England (1951, Oxford University Press, 21s.). It sums up much 
recent research, including the author’s own, in an unhurried reflective 
manner. Similarly discursive is Sir F. M. Powicke’s Henry III and the Lord 
Edward (2 vols., 1947, Oxford University Press, 42s.), which is likely to 
remain a standard work on thirteenth-century England, even when the 
Oxford History on that period, which he is preparing, is published. It is a long 
time since any big book covering fourteenth- and fifteenth-century England 
appeared. Meanwhile one has to be content with the latest edition of an old 
book: England in the Later Middle Ages, by K. H. Vickers (7th edition, 1950, 
Methuen, 21s.), and with a new ‘Pelican’ by A. R. Myers on The Later 
Middle Ages (1952, Penguin Books, 2s.). Perhaps the safest approach to the 
all-important legal and political developments of this formative time is pro- 
vided by J. E. A. Jolliffe’s Constitutional History of Medieval England (1947, 
Black, 15s.). A general sketch of the Constitutional History of England, by 
S. B. Chrimes (1949, Oxford University Press, ‘Home University Library’, 
5s.) is particularly good on the medieval period. The classic History of 
English Law before the Time of Edward 1, by F. Pollock and F. W. Maitland 
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(2 vols., 2nd edition, 1911, Cambridge University Press) is far more compre- 
hensive than its title suggests. 

With the Tudor period (1485-1603) we are on much firmer ground. It has 
attracted a number of eminent British historians, past and present—J. A. 
Froude and James Gairdner, A. F. Pollard and J. E. Neale—to name only a 
few. Undoubtedly the best recent sketch of Tudor England is the brilliant 
‘Pelican’ by S. T. Bindoff (2nd edition, 1951, Penguin Books, 2s.6d.). Two 
short books, by C. H. Williams and A. Browning respectively, describe The 
Making of the Tudor Despotism (revised edition, 1935, Nelson, 7s.6d.) and The 
Age of Elizabeth (1935, Nelson, 7s.6d.). Much more thorough surveys are in 
process. A. L. Rowse has begun the study of The England of Elizabeth with a 
first volume on The Structure of Society (1950, Macmillan, 25s.). Like all his 
work it is factually sound but highly individual in treatment. Before leaving 
the Tudor period attention should be called to two outstanding volumes in 
the Longman’s Political History of England, that by H. A. L.. Fisher on the 
years 1485-1547 and that by A. F. Pollard on the years 1547-1603. Both are 
out of print but to be found in many libraries. 

Two volumes in the Oxford History cover the Stuart period: The Early 
Stuarts, 1603-1660, by Godfrey Davies (1937, Oxford University Press, 15s.) 
and The Later Stuarts, 1660-1714, by G. N. Clark (1934, reprinted with 
corrections 1944, Oxford University Press, 15s.). Besides adding two supple- 
mentary volumes to S. R. Gardiner’s huge narrative History of England, 
1603-56 (18 vols., 1884-1903, Longmans), the late Sir Charles Firth pro- 
duced a general study of Oliver Cromwell and the Rule of the Puritans in England 
(and edition, 1923, Putnam). D. Ogg’s England in the Reign of Charles II 
(2 vols., 1934, Oxford University Press, 30s. each) is the fullest account of the 
succeeding period. The best single volume on the whole Stuart era is still 
G. M. Trevelyan’s England under the Stuarts (21st edition, 1949, Methuen, 
21s.). He has also written a brilliant sketch of The English Revolution, 1688-89 
(1938, Oxford University Press, ‘Home University Library’, ss.). His most 
considerable work of scholarship is, however, the detailed but eminently 
readable England under Queen Anne (3 vols., 1930-34, Longmans, 17s.6d. 
each). Dr. Trevelyan is the son of the great Macaulay’s nephew, himself a 
historian of considerable renown in his day. Lord Macaulay’s ambitious 
History of England from the Accession of James II (best edition, edited by Sir C. 
Firth, 6 vols., 1913-15, Longmans) stops short at the end of King William 
III’s reign. It is appropriate that the continuation should be by a relative and 
a Liberal, albeit one whose charming literary style does not demand for its 
effects the sharp distortions of Lord Macaulay. 

One of the best guides through the decisive political changes of these times 
is M. A. Thomson’s Constitutional History of England, 1642-1801 (1938, 
Methuen, 16s.). The establishment of the Hanoverians on the British throne is 
amply covered by Basil Williams in his account of The Whig Supremacy, 
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1714-60 (1939, Oxford University Press, 15s.). Sir Charles Petrie relates 
vividly and sympathetically the romantic story of the threat to the new 
dynasty from The Jacobite Movement, 1688-1807 (2 vols., 1948, 1950, Eyre 
& Spottiswoode, 15s. each). All subsequent writers are indebted to L. B. 
Namier for investigating The Structure of Politics at the Accession of George III 
(2 vols., 1929, Macmillan, 30s.). It has made largely obsolete the political 
interpretation of the period in the large-scale older histories, such as W. E. H. 
Lecky’s History of England in the Eighteenth Century (cabinet edition, 7 vols., 
1899-1901), valuable as that work still is for its study of personalities and 
institutions. In the first volume of England in the Age of the American Revolution 
(1930, Macmillan, 25s.), Professor Namier has continued his search for the 
mainsprings of political action, with further remarkable results. Among the 
numerous studies of the critical period from 1789 to 1815, Arthur Bryant's 
trilogy is probably the most attractive to the general reader. He writes with 
colour and emotion on The Years of Endurance (1793-1802), Years of Victory 
(1802-12), and The Age of Elegance, 1812-22 (3 vols., 1942-50, Collins, 15s. 
each). Carola Oman’s briefer study of Britain against Napoleon (1942, Faber, 
12s.6d.) was inspired by the same patriotic urge and is equally well written. 

No large-scale history of nineteenth-century Britain has yet been written 
by an Englishman; perhaps none ever will be, for the sources available, in 
print as well as manuscript, are staggering in their bulk and complexity. By 
using limited printed materials, a bold Frenchman, the late Elie Halévy, went 
quite a long way. A revised edition of his History of the English People is 
being published by Benn in six volumes, five of which have already appeared. 
The first volume may be recommended for its overall picture of England in 
1815 (revised edition, 1949, Benn, 18s.). Dr. G. M. Trevelyan’s British History 
in the Nineteenth Century and After, 1782-1919 (new edition, 1938, Longmans, 
12s.6d.) is no more than an introduction on conventional lines. Two volumes 
in the Oxford History cover the period more thoroughly: The Age of Reform, 
1815-70, by E. L. Woodward (1938, Oxford University Press, 15s.) and 
England, 1870-1914, by C. K. Ensor (1936, Oxford University Press, 15s.). 
The latter is particularly good on political developments and international 
relations, including what many consider the best presentation of the British 
viewpoint of the growing Anglo-German tension before the First World 
War. More limited periods are covered by J. L. and Barbara Hammond's 
The Bleak Age (Pelican edition, 1947, Penguin Books, 1s.6d.), a study of the 
Hungry ‘Forties, and by G. M. Young’s happier picture of Victorian England: 
Portrait of an Age (1936, Oxford University Press, 7s.6d.). British Politics since 
1900, by D. C. Somervell (1950, Dakers, 15s.) carries the central story down 
to the present time. 

Ever since the first English traders followed the Spanish and Portuguese to 
the New World and the Orient, it has been impossible to write about Britain 
without constant reference to her activities overseas. The works of J. A. 
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Williamson may be commended to those desiring this wider view: for a start 
his stimulating lectures on The Ocean in English History (1942, Oxford 
University Press, tos.) and his absorbing Short History of British Expansion 
(2 vols., 3rd edition, reprinted 1950-51, Macmillan, 18s. and 20s.). A recent 
single-volume survey of high quality is C. E. Carrington’s The British Over- 
seas: Exploits of a Nation of Shopkeepers (1950, Cambridge University Press, 
42s.). Under the title Empire to Commonwealth (1949, Odhams, 12s.6d.), 
J. Simmons has brought together a very interesting collection of historical 
documents from King Henry VII's patent of 1496 to John Cabot to sail on 
voyages of discovery down to the Declaration of London in 1949 on India’s 
continued membership of the Commonwealth. The comprehensive Cam- 
bridge History of the British Empire, of which seven out of ten volumes have 
so far been published (1929-40 Cambridge University Press, various prices) 
is a co-operative work written by many historians. The bibliographies and 
guides to sources in each volume are particularly useful. There is no space 
here to mention the many excellent books on individual countries of the 
Commonwealth, but a few outstanding ones will be noted in a second article 
dealing with “Special Subjects and Biographies’.

(N.B.L. Book Lists: Second Series) 

A small annotated selection from the vast literature of the subject compiled by the 
British Psychological Society. The nineteen sections range from general works, 
history, and philosophy to more specialized topics such as ‘Perceiving, Thinking and 
Learning’, ‘Motivation and Personality’, ‘Psychopathology’, etc. The pamphlet is 
intended for the general reader or student. (016-15)

THE YEAR’S WORK IN LIBRARIANSHIP. Vol. 14, 1947. Edited by 
W. A. Munford. Library Association, 30s. 21-7 cm. 347 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The latest volume of this comprehensive survey of the material on aspects of librarian- 
ship and bibliography contained in books and periodicals in Britain, the Common- 
wealth and many other countries, has a new Editor, the City Librarian of Cambridge. 
As before, it forms an important source book for the study of the subject and a record 
of the history of the profession. The chapters are subject articles by specialists and 
cover National, University, Special, Urban, School and Children’s Libraries, Library 
Co-operation, Professional Education, Library Buildings, Library Practice, Book 
Production, Historical and Subject Bibliography, Palaeography and Archives. (020-5) 


THE GRAMOPHONE RECORD LIBRARY. C. David Overton. Grafton, 
158. 22-2 cm. 123 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author of this book, who was in charge of one of the earliest public gramophone 
record libraries, is concerned largely with the organization of the gramophone record 
department of the public library, with emphasis on the selection, care and cataloguing 
of the records. He also includes a brief historical survey of record libraries between 
1914 and 1939 and deals with record library co-operation and the record library in 
the school. Appendices include a list of British periodicals containing record reviews 
and useful suggestions for a basic stock of records for the public library. (025-178) 


THE LIBRARIES OF GREATER LONDON. A Guide. Compiled by 
L. Montague Harrod. Bell, 25s. 22-2 cm. 260 pages. Index. 


The Greater London area has a population of approximately eight and a half millions 
and this guide indicates the library services provided for this great number of people, 
and for many outside the area. It includes particulars of the stock, special collections, 
hours of opening, and the various services of about five hundred university, college, 
research, learned society, industrial, governmental, public and other libraries in the 
area. The statistics given relate to the year 1950. (027-09421) 


E.C.R.L. A REGIONAL EXPERIMENT. A Report on the Progress of 
the Eastern Caribbean Regional Library, 1941-1950. The British Council (Port-of- 
Spain, Trinidad), Free. 22-8 cm. 40 pages. $ plates. Map. Tables. Paper bound. 

An account of an experiment by which an important and fast-developing library 

service has been established, five small subscription libraries have been converted into 
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free public library services and a body of trained and enthusiastic librarians has been 
gathered round the service, which is based on recognized standards of librarianship. 
The ultimate aim of the Regional Scheme in the West Indies is to establish a co-opera- 
tive enterprise in which all the libraries in the area will take part. (027-42)

Three more pamphlets in the new series of Library Association publications dealing 

with aspects of librarianship and bibliography about which little has been published 

in Britain to date. The first is the story of the beginnings and early development of 
an experiment in rehabilitation in a large mental hospital in the North of England. 

The second describes the growth of prison libraries in Britain from the eighteenth 

century onwards, including the comparatively recent developments in co-operation 

with the public library, and there is a chapter on prison libraries in other lands. The 
third tells the story, supplemented by an excellent bibliography, of the remarkable 
development of children’s magazines in the Victorian period, magazines which 
assumed a great importance because of the lack of a special literature for children up 
to that time.

SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN YOUNG CHILDREN. Susan Isaacs. 
Students’ abridged edition. Abridged and edited by Dorothy May. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 242 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This abridgment by the Lecturer in Education at the Diocesan Training College, 

Fishponds, Bristol, of Dr. Susan Isaacs’s well-known book follows the plan of the 

original edition. The first part deals with the facts of social development in young 

children, and the second with the bearing of these facts on educational problems. The 
latter includes, in a shortened form, some sections with a bearing on Nursery School

PLAY, DREAMS AND IMITATION IN CHILDHOOD. Jean Piaget. 
Translated from the French by C. Gattegno and F. M. Hodgson. Heinemann, in 
association with the New Education Fellowship, 21s. 22 cm. 306 pages. Diagram. 
Index. (Heinemann Education Series) 

A translation of La formation du symbole chez l'enfant by the Director of the International 

Bureau of Education and Professor of Psychology in the University of Geneva. Based 

on detailed case histories of three children from birth through early childhood, the 

book deals specifically with the development of imitation, play and unconscious 
symbolism, and concludes by placing the beginnings of cognitive representation 

within the whole structure of growth. (136-7) 
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A HUNDRED YEARS OF PSYCHOLOGY 1833-1933. With Addi- 
tional Part on Developments 1933-1947. J. C. Flugel. 2nd edition. Duckworth, 21. 
22-2 cm. 424 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hundred Years Series) 

This book (first published in 1933) has become a standard work, widely used by uni- 

versity students. Dr. Fliigel has the advantage of being a practising psycho-aualyst as 

well as a general psychologist of high repute, and his survey of the growth of modern 
psychology has unusual comprehensiveness and balance. This new edition contains 

a chapter on developments since 1933 which includes a brief account of psychological 

work arising out of wartime problems (in the Services, among civilians and in propa- 

ganda) and indicates the main directions taken by present-day research in other 
branches of psychology. (150°9) 


A STUDY IN MEMORY. A Philosophical Essay. E. J. Furlong. Nelson, 12s.6d. 
18-7 cm. 120 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author examines the evidence we have for our belief that trust in memory is 
reasonable. Establishing that a basis of memory-belief can be found, he deals with 
various theories of memory-belief; that in memory we are acquainted with the past; 
that commonsense admits no problem; that memory-belief is verifiable by experience. 
Examining the question psychologically he discusses retrospective and non-retro- 
spective memory. This leads to a description of how a concept of a past event is 
formed, what leads to the application of such a concept to a given case, and finally 
how, by judging temporal distance, dates can be assigned to remembered events. Any 
thoughtful reader will enjoy this piece of clear reasoning. (154) 


ARGUMENT OF LAUGHTER. D.H. Monro. Melbourne University Press 
(Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 21s. 21-7 cm. 264 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This critical survey of all the theories of humour is presented from the point of view 

of a teacher of philosophy who is not impressed by the experimental, laboratory 

approach to the subject. The various explanations of laughter are clearly set out, with 
suitable illustrations, and a synthesis expressing the author’s own tentative theory 
serves as conclusion. Mr. Monro is a member of the staff of the University of Otago, 

New Zealand. (157)

WAITING ON GOD. Simone Weil. Translated from the French by Emma 
Crauford. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 12s.6d. 22-5 cm. 181 pages. 
The posthumous writings of Simone Weil (1909-43) gained a wide circulation in 
France partly because, in spite of her genuine devotion to Christ and her attraction to 
the Roman Church, she felt unable to accept baptism. This volume, which contains 
letters to Father Perrin, a Dominican whom she met in Marseilles, as well as papers 
on religious themes, serves to introduce the development of her life and thought to 
English readers. It contains much that is arresting and profound. (201) 


BIBLICAL AUTHORITY FOR TODAY. A World Council of Churches 
Symposium on ‘The Biblical Authority for the Churches’ Social and Political 
Message Today’. Edited by Alan Richardson and Wolfgang Schweitzer. S.C.M. 
Press, 18s. 22-2 cm. 347 pages. Indexes. 

This symposium, in which the main Christian Churches excepting Rome are repre- 

sented, covers a wide range: the authority of the Bible as viewed by different sections 
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of the Church, biblical theology and ethics, principles of interpretation, and the 
bearing of biblical teaching on property, Church and State, nation and race. While 
the contributions stand under the names of individual writers, they are in fact the 
result of much ecumenical discussion in which writers whose names do not appear 
have willingly shared. This volume will be of interest not only to professional students 
but to all who desire to know what light the Bible sheds on our modern dilemmas.

THE BEDSIDE BIBLE. An Anthology for the Quiet Hours. Selected and 
arranged, with introductions and notes, by Arthur Stanley. Revised edition. Eyre 
& Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 18 cm. 384 pages. List of sources. 


In this anthology, originally published in 1942, Mr. Stanley has selected what he 
considers to be the central passages of the Bible and related them by way of brief 
introductions to their historical and religious background. The Authorized Version 
is mainly used, chapter and verse divisions are ignored and poetry is printed in metrical 
form. In the Old Testament section the passages selected are intended to indicate the 
development of Hebrew religion, while the New Testament passages describe the 
life of Jesus and the expansion of the Church. The volume has been well produced 
and should lead to a more intelligent use of the Bible. (220-52) 


TWO TYPES OF FAITH. Martin Buber. Translated from the German by 

Norman P. Goldhawk. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 177 pages. Index. 
The author, who is Professor of Social Philosophy at the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem, endeavours to reinterpret Christianity and Judaism with a view to promo- 
ting a better understanding between these two types of faith. He disavows any pole- 
mical tendency since he believes that each type has something so far unsaid to say to 
the other. On the other hand he is anxious to correct what he believes to be erroneous 
interpretations of Jewish Faith on the part of Christian theologians, and the exposi- 
tion of the religion of the Pharisees, the meaning of the Torah and the relationship 
of man to God in Judaism is deserving of attention. While many of his judgments 
on contemporary Christian theology will provoke dissent, no exception can be taken 
to the tone and spirit in which they are expressed. (234-2) 


SATAN. Sheed & Ward, 30s. 22-2 cm. $32 pages. 24 illustrations. Drawings in text. 
This volume by various writers is based upon Etudes Carmelitaines which were pub- 
lished in French under the editorship of Pére Bruno de Jesus-Marie. It is divided into 
five sections dealing with Satan’s existence and nature, his place outside Christianity 
and in art and literature, the problems presented by possession and diabolism and the 
modern challenge of Satanic powers. The central conviction of the contributors is 
that the right understanding of evil is only made possible by a recovery of Christain 
teaching about Satan. Whatever may be thought about some of the theological 
opinions advanced, the book is a useful contribution to the literature of the subject 
and contains information not easily accessible elsewhere. The illustrations are ex- 


cellently produced. (235-4) 


WRITINGS FROM THE PHILOKALIA ON PRAYER OF THE 
HEART. Translated from the Russian text, Dobrotolubiye, by E. Kadloubovsky 
and G. E. H. Palmer. Faber, 30s. 22-5 cm. 420 pages. Biographical notes. Index. 

The ‘Philokalia’ is the name given to a collection of sacred writings by the Fathers 

of the Eastern Church from the fourth century to the fourteenth. They describe the 

secret life in Christ which is open to all and the steps by which this state of perfection 
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is reached. In this volume the original ‘Philokalia” which exists in three versions is 
augmented by other sayings of some particular Father as well as by the guidance given 
by Fathers whose sayings were omitted from the original versions. There is an intro- 
duction in which the practice of the Prayer of Jesus, as the Christian goal is traditionally 
described, is briefly and lucidly set forth and it is followed by detailed counsels from 
the writings of those who have travelled far towards the goal. (242) 


THE SEAL OF THE SPIRIT. A Study in the Doctrine of Baptism and Con- 
firmation in the New Testament and the Fathers. G. W. H. Lampe. Longmans, 35s. 
22°2 cm. 356 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The author examines in the light of the evidence of the New Testament and the 

Fathers the view that Confirmation is “Baptism in the Spirit’ and that it follows 

upon ‘Baptism in Water’ which is nothing more than a preparatory rite. Hence those 

who have not received confirmation, even though they have been baptized, lack the 
seal of the Spirit. It is here argued that there is little evidence that the people of God 
are sealed by a rite, other than Baptism, that is analagous to the external seal of cir- 
cumcision. The conclusion of Pusey is accepted that both among the Fathers and in 
the liturgies the primary use of the word ‘seal’ relates to Baptism. This isa distinguished 
contribution to historical theology, marked by considerable erudition, balanced 
judgment and lucid exposition. (265) 


THE GODS OF THE GREEKS. C. Kerényi. Translated from the German 
text by Norman Cameron. Thames & Hudson, 18s. 22-2 cm. 320 pages. 16 plates. 
26 illustrations in text. List of sources. Index. 


English readers will welcome this account of the distinguished Hungarian scholar’s 
original and stimulating views of Greek mythology. Professor Kerényi believes that 
myth is the foundation of life, its characteristics being a reproduction of the uncon- 
scious. To be effectively communicated mythology must be translated back into its 
original medium; that is, it must take the form of a direct narration to an audience. 
To achieve this effect he employs an imaginary Greek narrator who recounts to us 
the mythology of his ancestors. Since the narrator can also draw on the scholarship 
and high imaginative gifts of Professor Kerényi, the reader is led with a sure hand 
through the labyrinth of Greek myths, and made aware at the same time of contradic- 
tory versions, relative chronology, the matriarchal and patriarchal strains in the Greek 
inheritance, and other scholarly matters. The book, which is attractively illustrated, 
is much to be recommended. (292) 


BUDDHISM: Its Essence and Development. Edward Conze. Cassirer (Oxford): 
distributors Faber, 18s. 22-2 cm. 224 pages. Table of dates. Diagram. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Dr. Conze has written a comprehensive account of Buddhism based upon a careful 

study of the original sources. Believing that Buddhism has an answer to many of the 

questions which are being asked in the West and the East, he provides a clear and 
readable exposition of the philosophy of Buddhism and of the methods by which 
it enables men to overcome the world and to gain immortality. The first part, which 
deals with popular and monastic Buddhism, is followed by a discussion (illustrated 
by texts which are made available for the first time to the general public) of the 
different schools of Buddhist thought, their literary development, aims, methods and 
relation to world history. Arthur Waley writes a preface and the book’s value is 
enhanced by a well-chosen bibliography. (294°3) 
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THE JEWISH ANNUAL $5712 (1951-1952). Edited by the Rev. S. Levy. 
Vol. XIV. Williams, Lea, 2s.6d. 21-5 cm. 110 pages. Paper bound. 
The Jewish Annual is designed to provide a Calendar which corresponds with the 
Jewish Year, from 1 October 1951 to 19 September 1952. It also presents a list of 
communal institutions in London, the Provinces and Eire. In addition to the Calendar 
and record of institutions, there is a literary section, consisting of contributions by 
the editor of the Jewish Chronicle and other publications. These include Jewish historio- 
graphy, Notes on Leicester Jewry, and Concerning Pirke Aboth. The Rev, S. Levy 
has been Jewish Chaplain to the London Hospital for many years. (296)

PIONEERS OF RUSSIAN SOCIAL THOUGHT. Studies of Non- 


Marxian Formation in Nineteenth-Century Russia and of its Partial Revival in the 

Soviet Union. Richard Hare. Oxford University Press, 25s. 22-2 cm. 315 pages. 

9 illustrations. Index. 
The Russian reformers whom Mr. Hare has chosen for this study include a number 
of representative personalities, some of them conservatives, some radicals, and others 
non-political; all of them, though not themselves constructive statesmen or active 
revolutionaries, had their influence on later statesmen and revolutionaries. The works 
of these writers (Chaadayev, Leontiev, Chernyshevsky, Herzen and others) have not, 
for the most part, been published in English translations; Mr. Hare has accordingly 
done his readers a service in incorporating into his text a number of his own translations 
from the originals. (301-0947) 


NEW HOPES FOR A CHANGING WORLD. Bertrand Russell. Allen & 
Unwin, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
This book, based on broadcasts entitled “Living in an Atomic Age’, discusses the pro- 
blem of resolving three conflicts: of man and nature; man and man; and man and 
himself. The solutions depend, respectively, on limitation of population by birth 
control, together with improvement of existing techniques; on the establishment of 
a world authority which alone shall control the major weapons of war; and on im- 
provement of educational methods and institutions. Bertrand Russell’s descriptions 
are vivid, his analyses penetrating, his style, as ever, delightful; and, while he indulges 
in no starry-eyed optimism, he does justify his title by indicating practical steps which 
it is open to mankind to take, leading towards a happy world. (304)

PRINCIPLES OF SOCIAL AND POLITICAL THEORY. Ernest 
Barker. Oxford University Press, 25s. 22°8 cm. 294 pages. Index. 
This book is an examination of the ideas behind the concepts of National Society and 
the National State. In Books I and II the author examines the relations between State 
and Society, historically and at the present day. Book III is an analysis of the idea of 
Justice as the purpose creating and controlling the State, while Book IV deals with 
the Rights secured by the State. In the last two Books the author discusses the duty of 
the citizen to the Government and vice versa. Sir Ernest Barker was formerly Pro- 
fessor of Political Science in the University of Cambridge and this bock is based on 
lectures given there. (320-1) 
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FROM EUROPE TO NEW ZEALAND. R.A. Lochore. A. H. & A. W. 
Reed and N.Z. Institute of International Affairs (Wellington, New Zealand), 10s.6d. 
22 cm. 112 pages. Plates. Bibliography. 

Organized and independent migration to New Zealand from Europe has taken place 

from the first years of settlement. With the post-war development of a more active 

immigration policy for displaced persons and other European nationals wishing to 
settle, more attention has been given to the problems of adjustment both of existing 
minorities and of the new immigrants. Both are discussed in this study by Dr. Lochore 
who, as Naturalization Officer of the Départment of Internal Affairs and in other 
capacities, has had wide experience of these groups. Particular emphasis is given to 
the Italians, Yugoslavs and Greeks, nationalities which are strongly represented among 
the aliens and foreign-born in New Zealand. (325-931) 


THE FOREIGN POLICY OF PALMERSTON, 1830-1841: BRITAIN, 
THE LIBERAL MOVEMENT AND THE EASTERN QUESTION. 
2 vols. Sir Charles Webster. Bell, 63s. 21-5 cm. 932 pages. 2 portraits. Index. 
The Stevenson Professor of International History at the London School of Economics 
here provides a full account of Palmerston’s first two periods at the Fereign Office 
during the Grey and Melbourne Ministries. The first volume deals mainly with the 
Liberal Movement and the second with the Eastern question from 1835. In addition 
to British archives and those at Paris and Vienna, Sir Charles has fully used the private 
correspondence of Palmerston, copious for these years and hitherto not available. The 
first chapter examines the factors of Victorian foreign policy; the last is a brilliant 
summary of Palmerston’s contribution. A genius in diplomatic technique, he estab- 
lished a general pattern for Britain’s foreign affairs that has lasted for a century, particu- 
larly in Near East policy. Strictly historical in treatment and authoritative in its 
completeness, this is an essential book for specialists. (327-42) 


SEVEN MAJOR DECISIONS. Sumner Welles. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 
22°2 cm. 224 pages. Index. 
The former Under-Secretary of State in the Roosevelt Administration here endeavours 
to present ‘the unvarnished truth’ about American wartime diplomatic decisions 
which have profoundly affected subsequent world history. They include the decision 
to recognize the Vichy Government; the President’s endorsement of a compromise 
resolution at the 1942 Rio Conference of Foreign Ministers, by which the South 
American republics severed relations with the Axis powers, and the agreement to 
defer political and territorial decisions until after the war. In a chapter on U.S. Far 
Eastern policy from Pearl Harbour to Hiroshima Mr. Welles contends that reversal 
of President Roosevelt’s design for China to be the keystone of a new Asia has con- 
tributed largely to the recent sequence of events in the Far East. He concludes by 
offering his views of what should be the U.S. attitude today in both Europe and the 
Far East. (327-73) 


THE PARLIAMENT OF CANADA. George Hambleton. Ryerson Press 
(Toronto, Canada), $3.00. 20 cm. 128 pages. 

Mr. Hambleton, for over thirty years a parliamentary reporter at Ottawa, Westminster 

and Geneva, has produced a brief, readable description of Canadian government, pre- 

ceded by an historical introduction which, although perhaps over-simplified, forms a 

good background. He raises such problems as the unreformed senate, the discrepancy 

between popular vote and party representation in the House, and government by 
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Order-in-Council, but he also stresses the importance of parliament and of the some- 
times cumbersome system by which it operates. He concludes with brief descriptions 
of Canadian parliamentary procedure and the Ottawa press gallery, and a comparison 
of Canadian and American government. (328-71) 


Economics 
PRINCIPLES OF PRIVATE AND PUBLIC PLANNING. A Study 
in Economic Sociology. Wilhelm Keilhau. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 21-4 cm. 272 pages. 
The author of this book, who is a well-known Norwegian economist and historian, is 
a professor of Oslo University, and has for several years been president of the 
Norwegian Economic Society. In this work, which should interest business men and 
lawyers as well as economists, he sets out his theory of planning, his belief being that 
the laws governing private and public planning are the same. He points out the diffi- 
culties presented to the planner by the uncertainties of the future and of human 
behaviour; he goes on from this to discuss the effects of power policies and ideologies 
such as Socialism or Liberalism. (330-1) 


THE INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION IN NORTH WALES. A. H.

This standard work, by the Professor of History at the University College of North 
Wales, is a full account of the economic history of North Wales from about 1750 to 
1850, with a general outline of earlier developments. It describes, among other matters, 
the enclosure movement, the building of roads, railways and canals, the development 
of shipping, and the rise of industries based on iron, copper, lead, coal, slate, stone, 
wool, linen, leather and other commodities. The final chapters deal with wages and 
prices and the social condition of the people. The bibliography which was included in 
the edition of 1933 is here extended and brought up to date. (330°9429)

Sir Douglas Copland, who is regarded as an outstanding economist both academically 

and in administration, has in this book collected a number of his essays and addresses 
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of 1950 and 1951. Topics discussed include the development of economic thought in 
Australia from 1924 to 1950, the economic implications of large-scale migration, 
control of labour costs, exchange questions, and other of the major problems con- 
fronting the Australian economy during a period of development and inflation. 
Several of the policies suggested have become live controversial issues. (330°994) 


PAKISTAN LABOUR YEAR BOOK, 1949-50. M. Shafi. Labour

This is the first year book of its kind to be published in Pakistan. It gives detailed 
information on labour recruitment and training in Pakistan; on wages and earnings of 
factory, railway, port, mine and plantation workers; on trade unionism and industrial 
disputes; on the country’s cost and standard of living; and on health and safety and 
other welfare problems. The statistical tables relate mainly to 1948, 1949 and the first 
half of 1950. As this is the first issue some information relating to earlier years is 
included, as well as a section giving the text of labour laws of the Central and 
Provincial Governments, which will be omitted from future editions.

A STUDY IN THE THEORY OF INFLATION. Bent Hansen. Trans- 
lated from the Swedish by Reginald S. Stedman.

Dr. Hansen, who is a member of the Institute of Economics of the University of 

Uppsala, Sweden, here analyses some of the central economic problems of the post- 

war world, in particular that of suppressed inflation. He emphasizes the interdepen- 

dence of commodity and factor markets in an inflationary situation, and discusses the 
problem of disequilibrium in the labour market and the market effects of price and 
wage control. In an appendix he explains the methods of calculating the excess of 


purchasing-power in Sweden, which has been estimated each year since the beginning 
of the Second World War.

THE ELEMENTS OF INCOME TAX LAW. C.N. Beattie. Stevens &

This clearly written new text-book attempts to give an outline of the law of income 

tax in the United Kingdom. It is written for law students and lawyers rather than for 

the accountant, and a knowledge of other branches of English law is assumed. The 

thirteen chapters deal with the main aspects of income tax law, including surtax, and 

income from foreign sources. Appendices give the rates of tax and personal reliefs 


1946-7 to 1951-2, rates of surtax 1951-2 and extra statutory concessions. The author 
is a barrister-at-law. (336-24) 


CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT IN STEEL. A Study of the United Steel 
Companies Ltd. P. W. S. Andrews and Elizabeth Brunner. Blackwell (Oxford), 305.

Although every facility was afforded by the United Steel Co. Ltd., this is not a 

commissioned book, but an independent case study of the capital development, or 

investment, of an organization which produced over one-eighth of the British national 
output of ingot steel. The authors in pursuing their inquiries, were provided with a vast 
amount of information and left free to draw their own conclusions. The resultant 
volume provides a detailed analysis of industrial structure and development which, in 
view of current trends, should be invaluable to all who are interested in the future of

THE QUEST OF JUSTICE. Harold Potter. Sweet & Maxwell, 12s.6d. 22 cm. 
97 pages. Index. 

These lectures by the late Professor Potter are designed to point out certain salient 
lessons concerning justice to be gained from English legal history. With an historical 
approach, the author considers a number of problems of the relations between ethics, 
law and administration. After definitions of justice and law, he deals successively with 
the origins of the common law, the emergence of the jurisdiction of the Chancellor, 
the formative period of equity, and the era of justice by statute law and the recent 
development of administrative law. (340) 


A PROSPECT OF GRAY’S INN. Francis Cowper. Stevens & Sons, 30s. 
23°5 cm. 200 pages. 7 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
An admirably produced and interesting work by a barrister of Gray’s Inn, one of the 
four Inns of Court in London. After recounting its medieval beginnings, the author 
describes the barristers’ readings and moots and masques and revels in the sixteenth 
century. Accounts of the impact of the Reformation, Civil War and Restoration are 
followed by chapters dealing with the eighteenth, nineteenth and twentieth centuries 
characterized by ‘calm’, ‘vicissitudes’ and ‘revival’, respectively. Mr. Cowper then 
describes the last twelve years, the damage by encmy action in 1941, and the work 
of restoration now proceeding. (340-7) 


THE LAW OF THE SEA. William McFce. Faber, 18s. 20-9 cm. 302 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 
A history of the law of the sea from the beginning of Mediterranean civilization, 
written for the general reader. The author traces the evolution of this law from sources 
such as the Rhodian sea law, and the medieval codes of Amalfi and Wisby which 
formed an accepted standard of maritime commercial procedure. There follow 
chapters on piracy, ‘the oldest maritime profession’, and the not vastly dissimilar 
technique of privateering. The author then deals with such subjects as sovereignty 
at sea, maritime jurisdiction, the status of sailors, mutiny, salvage, marine insurance 
at Lloyd’s, Trinity House, and carriage of goods by sea. (341-57) 


MODERN CONSTITUTIONS. K. C. Wheare. Oxford University Press, 6s.

The first point discussed in this volume is what a constitution is. Professor Wheare 
then goes on to explain, for the gencral reader as well as for the student, how constitu- 
tions may be classified, the authority they can claim, and the procedures for amending 
them. He takes his illustrations from the constitutions of European and Common- 
wealth countries and from the United States. In conclusion he estimates the prospects 
of constitutional government. (342) 


BRITISH GUIANA: Report of the Constitutional Commission 1950-51 and 
Despatch from the Secretary of State for the Colonics to the Governor of British 
Guiana dated 6th October 1951. Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 3s.6d. 
24°5 cm. 80 pages. 2 maps. Paper bound. (Colonial No. 280) 

A Commission of three visited British Guiana at the end of 1950, ‘to review the 

franchise, the composition of the Legislature and of the Executive Council, and any 

other related matters, in the light of the economic and political development of the 

Colony.’ Their report gives the history of the colony, an account of Guiana today, 
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and recommendations regarding the Franchise; the Legislature; the Executive; the 
Judiciary; the Civil Service; and the protection of the Amerindians. Opinion was 
divided regarding single or dual chamber government, the arguments for which are 
set out in two codicils. The Despatch from the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
discusses and amends certain recommendations of the Report, and advocates a bicameral 
legislature. (342881) 


THE NEWGATE CALENDAR. Selected and edited by Sir Norman Birkett. 
Folio Society, 17s. 23 cm. 260 pages. 7 contemporary engravings. 
The famous anonymous miscellany of trials and executions known as The Newgate 
Calendar provides a vast panorama of the criminal aspects of life in cighteenth-century 
London, a human and social document of enduring value. Lord Justice Birkett has 
made an admirable selection from it, with notes on the cases and an informative intro- 
duction, and has included Captain Kidd, Jonathan Wild, Dick Turpin, the Duchess 
of Kingston and Dr. William Dodd besides many lesser criminals. The book has been 
produced with an elegance worthy of the eightcenth century. (343°1) 


THE RATIONAL STRENGTH OF ENGLISH LAW. F. H. Lawson. 
Stevens & Sons, 10s. 18-7 cm. 1$5 pages. 
The third series of Hamlyn Lectures, which were delivered by the Professor of Com- 
parative Law at Oxford. He attempts to show that English law is orderly and rational 
when compared to other systems, although it is not reduced to a codified form. After 
an introduction on the sources and the general character of English law, the second 
lecture is on contract, where a comparison is made with the law of Scotland and the 
U.S.A. In the next lecture, on property, he claims that the general structure of English 
property law is the best in the world. In his last lecture, on tort, Dr. Lawson claims 
that English law is neat and as logical as it need be. (347) 


HILL AND REDMAN’S LAW OF LANDLORD AND TENANT. 
11th edition, by W. J. Williams and Miss M. M. Wells. Butterworth, 87s.6d.

Since the last edition of this book (1946) this branch of English law has changed con- 

siderably. The Agricultural Holdings Act, 1948, has, for instance, materially amended 

the relationship of landlords and tenants of agricultural land. The continued shortage 
of houses has resulted in the enactment of measures such as the Landlord and Tenant 

(Rent Control )Act, 1949. In addition, there has been a large number of court deci- 

sions. Part I deals with the Common Law, Part II refers to acts affecting Landlord and 

Tenant, while Part III covers the several statutes of the emergency legislation. (347-2)

An important work by a barrister-at-law dealing with a confused branch of English 

law.

discuss the English concept of marriage, jacitation of marriage, bigamous marriages, 
and affinity, consanguinity and non-age, and the formalities of marriage and consents 
required. The author than discusses the difficult question of non-consummated 
marriage. Later chapters deal with jurisdiction and the choice of laws and elaborate 
the residuary bases of jurisdiction.

This well conceived and well produced book tells the history of a typical line regiment 

of the British Army. In addition to the campaigns and peace service of the Regiment, 

the narrative includes chapters on the uniform and drill of the earlier periods, and 
many interesting and instructive passages on the domestic life in a much-travelled unit 
of the Army. The author has added a brief account of the Gloucesters’ famous stand in 
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Korea during April 1951, an action which was shared by men of other English line 
regiments who had been drafted to the Gloucesters to complete them to war establish- 
ment. The whole story is told in easy style and is admirably illustrated. (356-1) 


NELSON’S BAND OF BROTHERS. Ludovic Kennedy. Odhams Press, 15s.

Nelson’s ‘band of brothers’ was a group of naval captains closely associated with him 

in the naval operations against France and Spain 1795-1805. They were a new type of 

officer drawn from the middle class. Entering the Service very young, they had come 
under the rigorous training by which Admiral Jervis was transforming the Navy. As 
the story of the whole maritime war unfolds they are seen becoming great captains 
under Nelson’s influence and command, and acquiring a unanimity which made them 

a unique fighting force. The far-reaching effects of Nelson’s achievements and the 

inspiration he gave to the Navy and the country, make him the central figure of the 

book. A survey of the careers of these captains after 1805 and the enduring naval 
tradition they gave to their descendants concludes an admirable story told with 
knowledge, zest and clarity.

The complete series will consist of thirty-six monographs, published 

separately, but grouped into six volumes, those which have appeared to date covering 

the period from the Tudors to Louis XIIL Each monograph is written by a 

European or American expert and follows the same plan: an Introduction which 

analyses in detail the styles, material, accessories and method of wearing the clothes of 

the specific period, full descriptive notes to the plates, a bibliography and, finally, the 
plates (averaging 60 in each monograph) which are all reproduced from contemporary 
paintings or other pictorial records. The series is notable for accurate detail of descrip- 
tions, extensive use of technical terms (of which the derivation and meaning is given) 
and the linking of costume changes with political and economic trends. Although 
each monograph is complete in itself the four titles noticed above collectively trace 
the rise and establishment of Spanish modes as the fashionable costume of courtly 

Europe during the sixteenth century, an ascendancy which only in the seventeenth 

century was gradually replaced by that of France. The French lead in al] matters of 

taste and fashion will form the basic theme of the next six monographs in this series.

There are four 
chapters on ordinary differential equations, one on partial differential equations, one 
on Fourier series and integrals, and chapters on dynamics, Legrange’s equations, 
electric circuit theory and boundary value problems. Vector and numerical methods 
are also discussed. There is a wealth of examples at the end of each chapter. (517)

THEORETICAL PHYSICS. Georg Joos and Ira M. Freeman. 2nd edition. 
Blackie, 50s. 22-5 cm. 876 pages. 3 plates. Tables. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This standard text-book covering the whole field of theoretical physics at the honours 
level has been revised and brought up to date with the collaboration of Professor 
Freeman. Sections dealing with nuclear physics, cosmic rays and geometric optics have 
undergone the most extensive changes, and selected topics of technical importance, 
such as piezo-clectricity, have been included. A separate section on Bessel functions 
and spherical harmonics has been added. Other changes include the introduction of 
the M.K.S. system and the revision of numerical values of physical constants. These 
alterations should further increase the usefulness of this work. (530)

IN INDUSTRY. R. Royds. Constable, 25s. 22-2 cm. 267 pages. Illustrations.

This book first appeared under the title The Measurement of Steady and Fluctuating 

Temperatures (1921). It has now been revised to take account of developments that 

have occurred in recent years in the standardization, measurement and control of 

temperatures. The author has reviewed many of the recording and control instru- 
ments now in production, due consideration being given to those instruments which 
employ electronic circuits. Reference is also made to recent work on the measurement 
of piston temperatures in engine cylinders and on the temperatures of sliding surfaces. 
A nine-page appendix is devoted to the International Temperature Scale of 1948.

MODERN MAGNETISM. L. F. Bates. 3rd, revised and enlarged, edition. 
Cambridge University Press, 30s. 22-2 cm. $18 pages. 134 figures in text. Indexes. 
This is an extensive rearrangement and enlargement of the second edition of 1948; two 
chapters in particular—one on high-frequency techniques and the other on the domain 
concept—contain much new material, but all the chapters have been brought up to 
date. The author, who is Professor of Physics in Nottingham University, deals with 
the magnetic properties of materials, rather than their applications. The emphasis is on 
the physical rather than the mathematical approach, experimental techniques are 
clearly illustrated and much numerical data is included. This book is valuable both as 
a survey and as a text-book. (537)

X-RAY ANALYSIS OF CRYSTALS. J. M. Bijvoet, N. H. Kolkmeyer and 
Caroline H. Macgillavry. Based on a translation by H. Littman Furth. Butterworth,

The discovery of the diffraction of X-rays by crystals has transformed the science of 

crystallography and enlarged its frontiers. This well-illustrated translation of a success- 

ful Dutch text-book describes the techniques now employed to discover the positions 

of the atoms in metals, minerals, inorganic salts and organic substances. The student 

will also find a good account of the classification of known crystal structures and their 

properties ranging from rocksalt to proteins and viruses.

PHYSIOGRAPHY OF SOUTHERN ONTARIO. L. F. Chapman and

Since 1934, the authors, under the auspices of the Ontario Research Foundation, have 

been doing field work in Southern Ontario. The result is this book, which is the first 

to describe in detail the surface of this area. The major features of the land surface 
which are controlled by the underlying rock structures are explained. Particular 
attention is given to the local land forms composed of unconsolidated materials. 

Coloured maps clearly show the classification and distribution of these land forms. 

Lucidly written and liberally illustrated, this report should be of assistance to teachers 

of geography, to field workers in agriculture extension work, and to those interested

Society, served as an officer in the Meteorological Branch of the Royal Navy from 

1931-45. This is a much revised and slightly enlarged edition of a work written 

jointly by Kimble and Raymond Bush (1943). It is written in an easy and attractive 

style, with no mathematics; everyday analogics are used wherever possible to explain 
the physical processes in the atmosphere. It includes twenty-four well-produced 
photographs of the different cloud types. A good elementary introduction to the

THE PREHISTORY OF WALES. W. F. Grimes. 2nd edition, revised.

Since this concise account of Welsh prehistory first appeared in 1939, there have been 

many important excavations in Wales, and the collections of the National Museum 

have been enriched. This second edition, revised by Mr. H. N. Savory, brings the 
text and catalogue up to date. Part I is a general account of what is known of man’s 
activities in Wales prior to the arrival of the Romans, illustrated largely from the 
collections in the National Museum. Part II is a descriptive catalogue of those collec- 
tions completed down to the end of 1948 and accompanied by bibliographical and 
topographical references wherever possible, together with illustrations of the more 
important specimens. The general bibliography is arranged chronologically. (571)

This is a carefully written and up-to-date summary of the present state of our know- 

ledge concerning the men and culture of the Old Stone Age. Mr. Coates writes as an 

amateur of archacology, but he is fully to be trusted as a guide to a subject which has 
become far more complicated than it was thirty years ago when its earliest classics were 
being written. He is not content merely to describe the flint industries and the various 
species of human beings responsible for making them, but adds life to these stones and 
bones in two interesting chapters discussing the social life and habits of mind of primi- 
tive peoples. His book reflects a mind genuinely interested in the emergence of

Translations of the songs and ritual of the natives’ ceremonies are included in 
this scholarly work, an introduction to which is written by Professor A. P. Elkin of 

the Department of Anthropology, University of Sydney. (57299429)

A TEXTBOOK OF GENERAL PHYSIOLOGY. Hugh Davson. Churchill, 
45S. 25°4 cm. 684 pages. 288 illustrations. References. Index. 

Dr. Davson’s aim has been to collect the results of modern research into a subject 
which he defines as the attempt to explain living phenomena in terms of concepts 
familiar in the basic sciences of physics and chemistry. He has also covered some of 
the ground held in common with the mammalian physiologists to elucidate some of 
the subjects scantily treated in most physiological text-books. The book is intended for 
the degree student in physiology, in botany, and in zoology, the young research 
worker, and the mammalian physiologist who must have a knowledge of the work 
of his fellow, the general physiologist. Excellent documentation wil! commend the 
book to the research worker.

There is no more striking phenomenon in biology than the fusion of male and female 

germ-cells, with the complex resultsthat arise. Biochemical knowledge of the process, in 

particular for animals in which fertilization occurs inside the body, is still restricted. 

This symposium is not a comprehensive review of the subject, but it does survey some 

current lines of work. Its scope is wide, there are articles on Fertilization in vitro of 

the mammalian egg, Mammalian semen, Hormonal and nutritional factors in meta- 
bolism of male accessory organs of reproduction, Hyaluronidase and fertilization, 

Sperm-egg interacting substances, and Biochemistry of sexual reproduction in plants. 

This is a most interesting collection of papers for workers in this field. (57419)

FRESH WOODS. Ian Niall. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 128 pages. 34 wood- 
engravings by Barbara Greg. 

This is a wandering, reminiscing kind of book, bringing to the reader’s mind a series 
of dissolving pictures from the author’s youth, spent mainly in the Scottish High- 
lands. It describes the ways of animals, birds, insects (to a less degree) and flowers, and 
touches on old country characters and the roaming experiences of a young naturalist 
and poacher. The author works with a pleasing economy of words and has the happy 
knack of sketching a scene which touches with a sudden spark the experience of the 
reader—if he has anything of the naturalist in him. The best achievement is the simple 
convincingness of the observations which could only have been made direct from 
nature.

THE FARNE ISLANDS: Their History and Wild Life. Grace Watt. Country 
Life, 308. 22-2 cm. 236 pages. 33 illustrations. 4 maps and diagrams. Bibliography.

The Farne Islands, the only archipelago on the east side of Britain, have not only an 

interesting fauna, but have figured since Saxon times as a religious centre, for it was 

here that St. Cuthbert lived and died. Miss Watt devotes the first few chapters of this 
handsomely produced book to the human history of the islands, then passes to climate 
and topography and so to the birds, which take up the bulk of the book. There is 
much of interest on distribution of species between the various islands with estimates 
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of numbers and notes on general biology. The last sections are devoted to the grey 
seal and to the preservation of the islands as nature sanctuaries under the present 
ownership of the National Trust. (574°942)

ELEMENTARY GENETICS. The Physiology of Descent. Wilma George.

As the subtitle suggests, the emphasis here is on the physiology of descent, and this line 

of treatment makes this work rather out of the usual line of books on genetics. Instead 

of a direct approach to the experimental and statistical aspects of Mendelism the author 

deals with the cell theory and cell division. This leads to the chromosome patterns and 

gene action and interaction. The nature of the gene is discussed and there are chapters 

on genetics and evolution and a welcome discussion on genes, chromosomes and

This introduction to the general and special aspects of the genetics of micro-organisms 
is based on a course of lectures devised for biochemists specializing in the microbial 
aspects of their subject. In it the latest developments in the knowledge of the repro- 
ductive functions and processes of fungi, bacteria, protozoa and viruses are presented. 
The author, who is Reader in Plant Cytogenetics in the University of Cambridge, 
maintains that this field of research is extremely important in biology, as it is amongst 
micro-organisms that the nature and modes of action, and of the change of genes can 
be studied.

Zealand, particularly the Auckland Islands and Campbell Island where the author, a

ANTARCTIC ISLE. Wild Life in South Georgia. Niall Rankin. Collins, 25s.

This book places on record the results of a five-month expedition to South Georgia to 
study wild life there. The author and a crew of three on the journey in a forty-two 
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foot motor yacht. Colonel Rankin describes vividly the habits of the elephant seal, gives 
a detailed sketch of the wandering albatross, and devotes several chapters to the king 
penguin. There are chapters on whales and on modern whaling methods. The photo- 
graphs beautifully illustrate the text, particularly those paragraphs devoted to the 
courtship dance of the wandering albatross. The whole is a graphic and fascinating

fulmars and other petrels, but with much entertaining personal matter. The picture 
of the hard life lived by the whalers in these high latitudes is the more impressive for 
being touched in with some nonchalance, and the casual conversational exchanges 
reveal with economy the tough but generous characters of the ‘regulars’. Zoologists 
will find a mass of valuable information on behaviour, breeding and distribution of 
this curious land-based sea community of animals.

CUNNINGHAM’S TEXT-BOOK OF ANATOMY. Edited by James

This excellent edition celebrates the fiftieth year of Cunningham’s Text-book, the 
editor of which is Professor of Anatomy, University of Edinburgh and a pupil of 
Cunningham. The work has been thoroughly revised, especially those sections bearing 
upon the earliest stages of human development, the development of bones and joints, 
and upon the broncho-pulmonary segments and the skin sensory organs. Sir James 
Learmonth has revised in detail the chapters on Surface and Surgical Anatomy, to 
which he has added tables of the segmental innervation of the limb-muscles. A new 
feature is the addition at the end of each section of brief bibliographies which include, 
besides classical work, references to recent papers also giving bibliographies. The 
numerous illustrations drawn from many sources reach a uniformly high standard.

PAINTING OUT ILLNESS. Adrian Hill. Foreword by Lord Horder. Williams 
& Norgate, 15s. 22-2 cm. 127 pages. 19 plates (2 in colour). Line diagrams in the text. 
The therapeutic use of painting in illness and convalescence is a recent development, 
but is now recognized by the Ministry of Health and practised in many hospitals. 
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Mr. Hill, the pioneer of the movement, was an official artist in World War I. During 
a long convalescence he continued his painting, interested other patients and thus 
started the experiment in ‘art therapy’ which he described in Art Versus Illness. The 
present volume develops the theme in a series of individual case histories and a section 
of directions for those who, following Mr. Hill’s example, have taken up art therapy 
as a profession. The rapid and successful development of this experiment in ‘painting 
out illness’ is a story full of interest for the doctor, psychologist, art teacher and 
amateur painter.

RECENT ADVANCES IN BACTERIOLOGY. Edited by J. H. Dible.

The subject-matter is so altered in this 3rd edition that this is virtually a new work. 

It reflects present specialization in fundamental knowledge of the bacteria, their 

After a full dis- 

cussion of these general subjects, chapters follow on the staphylococci, streptococci, 
the anaerobic diseases of man, clostridial diseases, infections by non-sporulating 
anaerobic bacilli, the entero-bacteriaceae and diphtheria. The book concludes with 

a consideration of bacterial chemotherapy and the antibiotics. There are some in- 

teresting illustrations and 17,000 odd references on each of the principal bacterial

Many doctors in the British Commonwealth and the United States of America have 
recently expressed their indebtedness to the Consulting Surgeon, St. Mary’s Hospital, 
London, for this small book. When he wrote the book in 1921 the author hoped, by 
describing tests not previously recorded and drawing attention to points hitherto 
neglected, to facilitate diagnosis in a group of cases in which early diagnosis until then 
had been exceptional. In this edition minor alterations have been made and the text 
has been brought up to date to ensure its continued usefulness to the general prac- 
titioner.

THE PRACTICE OF ENDOCRINOLOGY. Edited by Raymond Greene. 
and edition. Eyre & Spottiswoode for The Practitioner, 65s. 25°4 cm. 416 pages.

omitting or pruning chapters of the first edition, which were too theoretical for the 

general practitioner, and adding practical developments, such as the recent know- 
ledge of the significance of the adrenal cortex in the general adaptation syndrome and 
in rheumatism. Of special interest in the revision of the chapter on the thyroid gland 
is the account of the use of radioactive iodine and of new anti-thyroid drugs. New 
plates have been added to assist in diagnosis, and the lists of references have been cur- 
tailed to guide the practitioner to the work of the last ten years or so.

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Dr. John Crile, Jnr., and Dr. J. C. McClintock in new chapters on Biochemical 
Anomalies, Subacute Thyroiditis and Malignant Disease of the Thyroid, respectively, 
and of Dr. E. Stanley Rowbotham in the revised chapter on Anaesthesia. Mr. Rundle 
has maintained the original method of presentation and at the same time has incor- 
porated the advances in diagnosis and treatment, including the use of radioactive 
iodine and the new anti-thyroid drugs. He has retained Mr. Joll’s standard work on 
the Struma Lymphomatosa and has drawn heavily upon his own Jacksonian Prize 
Essay, ‘The Pathology and Treatment of Thyrotoxicosis’, for much new clinical 
material.

Dr. Brain, Physician to the London Hospital and Maida Vale Hospital for 
Nervous Diseases, still retains his original plan, first discussing at length the essential 
basis of neurological diagnosis, the application of anatomy and physiology to the 
interpretation of the physicial signs of nervous disease. The fresh material includes 
the uses of streptomycin and vitamin B,, and of new drugs for epilepsy and Parkin- 
sonism. New sections deal, inter alia, with leptospiral meningitis, infectious mononu- 
cleosis and sarcoidosis, and the descriptions of aphasia and the arterial supply of the 
brain have been amplified; reference is also made to recent work on the motor cortex, 
spasticity, sensation and the frontal lobe.

Many numerical examples are worked out in the 
text and there is a section giving questions and answers. The author is Professor of 
Electrical Engineering at the University of Nottingham, and this work can well be 
recommended.

The author is Chief Physicist to a firm of high precision optical manufacturers and 
this book reflects the practical experience so gained. Description of types of pump is 
followed by the design of seals, valves, internal mechanisms that have to work in 
vacuo, heaters and high voltage equipment. Operation and testing are then treated, 
and their various applications. The last include information on anti-reflecting films. 
The final chapter summarizes relevant parts of the kinetic theory of gases. Appendices 
and numerous tables throughout the book contain numerical information: there are 
many good line illustrations, and the treatment is non-mathematical. This book is 
suitable as a survey or as a handbook.

This volume, containing eleven papers read at the symposium, represents a concisely 

written progress report on vacuum physics and its applications in other branches of 

The subjects covered range from modern vacuum pumps to 
melting and sintering of metals in vacuo. The book is profusely illustrated and each 
paper is accompanied by a brief report of the discussion which followed its presenta- 
tion.

craft into yachts and motor cruisers. No technical knowledge is taken for granted, an 
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he tells step by step how his own ketch was made from a 26-foot lifeboat into an 
auxiliary sloop, a 26-footer into a motor cruiser, and two different ways of producing 
a sailing cruiser from a naval whaler. He also gives an interesting account of the con- 
version of an ex-Army bridge pontoon into a sloop-rigged barge-yacht with lee- 
boards. Mr. Kenneth Gibbs contributes a comprehensive chapter on installing engines, 
and another on how to build a dinghy at home. The appendices give details of materials, 
cost, time and labour, and the whole work is excellently illustrated. (623-82)

This book is intended for the many keen amateur sailors who cannot afford a new boat, 

and who lack the knowledge to renew an old one or to convert a working vessel. It 

provides details for repairing and re-rigging existing yachts, and for improving the 
arrangements of fittings and gear both above and below deck so as to conform with 
the latest practice. Useful products and their makers are detailed with each chapter, 
and pened poser ah is placed upon the cheaper alternative methods that exist for almost 
every purpose.

A HISTORY OF THE PRACTICE OF NAVIGATION. J. B. Hewson.

Navigation on the open seas was, in its early days, an art, and even in this age of radar 

devices is still not completely reduced to a science. Nevertheless, the history of naviga- 

tion is the history of the development of scientific instruments for the determination 
of position and course, and of the necessary astronomical and geographical knowledge. 

Commander Hewson, an experienced master mariner, surveys the evolution of the 

various navigational instruments and methods up to the end of the nineteenth century, 

and provides us with a readable and well-documented work which will appeal not 
only to all those with an interest in the sea, but also to all those land-lubbers who are 

thrilled by the history of man’s great technical struggle with nature. (623-89) 


RADAR AND ELECTRONIC NAVIGATION. G. J. Sonnenberg. 
Newnes, 31s.6d. 22 cm. 280 pages. 196 figures. Index. 
To deal with the whole subject of radar as applied to navigation, and such systems as 
Loran, Decca and Consol, all in one volume, and to deal in a manner intelligible to the 
ordinary Navigating Officer, is almost impossible. The author has, however, attempted 
this: he gives also a general chapter including such things as basic electromagnetism 
and vector diagrams. The book is non-mathematical and while it is possible that it will 
be adequate for Masters and Navigating Officers of merchant ships, it will be in- 
sufficiently detailed for the radio engineer. (623-893)

THE EXPLORATION OF SPACE. Arthur Charles Clarke. Temple Press, 
12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 211 pages. 36 illustrations (4 coloured). Diagrams. Index. 

A non-technical account of the new science of ‘astronautics’ by the Chairman of the 

British Interplanetary Society. The author describes the problems to be solved before 

space-travel becomes possible, including a discussion on rockets and orbit theory. In 

addition to the ‘astronautic’ part, the book includes a useful summary of purely 
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astronomical information relating to the planets and the stars. Both the illustrations 
and the text are based on a scientific foundation, and the book may be regarded as a 
popular introduction to astronomy.

A DOG AT MY HEEL. James Martin Young. Country Life, 25s. 25-4 cm. 
183 pages. Coloured frontispiece, 14 illustrations and other drawings in the text by 
Mary Young. 

Twelve years ago the Young family moved from London to a farmhouse in Perth- 

shire, Scotland. As in their first book, The Blue Bowl, they write of and illustrate simple 

pleasures and pastimes which brought them contentment in their new way of life. 

The whole is in light-hearted vein, a story of dog, gun and fishing rod, of the children’s 

farmyard pets and friendly wild animals and birds, with direct humour at times from 

living Gaelic characters. (630) 


OUT OF THE EARTH. Louis Bromfield. Cassell, 15s. 22-2 cm. 319 pages. 
32 pages of photographs. Index. 
This latest farming book of novelist Louis Bromfield is based largely on his ex- 
periences and experiments over the past ten years at his Malabar Farm, Ohio, U.S.A. 
In down to earth fashion he shows how profitably the scientific discoveries of the past 
few years can be applied to large-scale farming in particular, his main object being to 
record his experience of the New Farming for the benefit of others. The kind of 
evidence he puts forward is highly important when considered in the light of world 
food production and the problems of the undeveloped areas. (630-973) 


PURSE BARLEY. The Story of a Farmhouse. Kathleen Thomas. Westaway Books, 
12s.6d. 22:2 cm. 157 pages. Frontispiece. 
The author tells a pleasant tale of present-day life in and around her sixteenth-century 
Devonshire farmhouse, and also recalls many old customs, methods and recipes. The 
essence of country-living has remained unchanged through the centuries, and she her- 
self finds contentment in doing the same kind of things that her predecessors did before 
her. Purse Barley will appeal mainly to women readers, but it also contains much of 
general interest for the country-lover. There are good descriptions of farming opera- 
tions, ploughing matches and the like, and some excellent character studies of country

FOUR THOUSAND MILLION MOUTHS. Scientific Humanism and the 
Shadow of World Hunger. Edited by F. Le Gros Clark and N. W. Pirie. Oxford 
University Press, 128.6d. 19 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This important work deals with the problem, from the scienzist’s point of view, of 

how to increase world food supplies to feed a population which may well reach 

4,000 millions by the end of this century. Thirteen leading experts on agriculture and 

food put forward their ideas for a solution. Following an historical study of the long 

controversy on the relation between a human community and its food resources are 
essays that examine the basic items of soil conservation and fertility, the elimination of 
waste through plant diseases and animal pests, and biological factors in the growth and 
utilization of crops. There are sections on the conversion of vegetation and cereals into 
milk, pig meat, and fish, these commodities being taken as examples of the whole 
range of animal foods. Two final essays return to the problem of waste, and examine 
it from the viewpoint of the food technologist. (633)

THE BOOK OF THE GERANIUM. John E. Cross. Saturn Press, 18s. 
21-8 cm. 184 pages. 18 illustrations (8 in colour). Index. 
This book represents the first attempt in Britain to deal comprehensively with the 
cultivated varicties of species belonging to the genus Pelargonium. Some information 
is given on the wild South African species from which the garden ones are derived and 
on the appearance and history of the varieties. There follow chapters on propagation 
by cuttings; composts and fertilizers; greenhouse management; diseases; and formal 
methods of display. The last chapters describe the appearance and characteristics of 
the five main groups cultivated. The book will appeal equally to the humble window- 
box user and to the landscape gardener and it is well produced with attractive colour 
plates. (635-932) 


WINTER AND SPRING FLOWERS. Arranged by Constance Spry. Dent, 
258. 25°4 cm. 150 pages. 24 colour plates. 12 black-and-white plates. Index. 
In this, the companion volume to Summer and Autumn Flowers, Constance Spry writes 
of the flowers which are, or can be made, available at this time of the year for floral 
decoration, both formal and informal. Practical advice is given on the selection, 
growing, treatment and display of plants ranging from the simplest wild flowers to 
the most exotic rareties. The chapters on Church decoration and Flower Shows will 
be of particular intcrest to many amateurs. The illustrations show some of the author’s 
own beautiful and original flower arrangements. (635-96) 


Animal Husbandry 
POPULAR DOGS: The Breeds, Their Care and Management. A Guide to the 
Novice and Others. Phyllis Robson. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Popular Dogs 
Publishing Co., 15s. 21°5 cm. 292 pages. Frontispiece and 111 illustrations. Index. 
This comprchensive and revised handbook covers all the usual problems and queries 
that arise for the dog owner, whether he keeps his as a pet or for some practical 
reason, or whether he breeds and shows them. The first part deals with gencral points 
such as choosing a dog, breeding for specific characters, housing and care, training of 
puppies, feeding and exhibiting. Then follow sections devoted to the different breeds. 
Each has a full description (often with a photograph) and explains the use of the 
breed, its training, popularity in other countries and so on. Finally a brief section by 
C. A. Cohen describes the main illnesses and diseases of dogs. (636-7) 


THE COCKER SPANIEL HANDBOOK, Giving the Origin and History 
of the Breed, its Show Career, its Points and Breeding. Nesta M. B. Broughall. 
Nicholson & Watson, 6s. 19-5 cm. 160 pages. Frontispiece. Plates. Bibliography. 
Index. (Dog Lover’s Library) 

Mrs. Basnett Broughall has written a modest little book which should find a place on 

the bookshelves of all who own a cocker spaniel. Although not claiming to be an 

exhaustive treatise, all aspects are covered, from the early history of the breed to their 
training in the field. Extremely useful lists of addresses of Clubs and Kennels are 
included, and the illustrations are numerous and excellent. The book is clearly not 
intended for the expert breeder and so perhaps undue emphasis is placed on the show 
bench, a fault only too common these days where often show form is rated more 
highly than intelligence in the field.

Ylla here proves once again how well deserved is her reputation as an outstanding 
animal photographer.

Some of the photographs are superb, all are arresting, and there is an astonishing series 
depicting two kittens who appear to be dancing a ballet.

Banks. The author joined the 1950 expedition, and spent some five months off the 
coast of Newfoundland and in the Davis Straits while the ship’s complement of nearly 
sixty dorymen, in their rudderless, cockleshell boats, ranged beyond the horizon at 
the mercy of weather, currents, and even the attentions of whales. The author's 


account of his voyage is informative and exciting, and has that freshness of approach 
which has already earned him wide esteem. (639-27)

GOOD HOUSEKEEPING’S HOME ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Compiled 
by the Good Housekeeping Institute. National Magazine Co., 45s. 25-4 cm. 720 pages.

This comprehensive, if somewhat cumbersome, volume contains a wealth of informa- 
tion on subjects of interest to the home-maker. It is divided into two sections: 
Household, and Cookery. The first gives information on maintenance and repairs, 
furnishing and decorating, heat, light and ventilation, first aid, tools, utensils and 
labour-saving appliances, gardening, laundering, domestic help, and much else. The 
second includes not only hundreds of tested recipes but also information on food 
values and dietetics, ingredients, processes, accompaniments to a meal, giving a party, 
etc. Each section is arranged in alphabetical order, facilitating quick and easy re- 
ference, and the illustrations are clear, practical and helpful. A book for every home.

Mrs. Le Riche taught herself to cook ‘from scratch’, and it is against a background of 
mildly amusing domestic autobiography that she presents a considerable body of 
recipes, tips, and sensible advice on every activity connected with the kitchen, from 
doing the shopping to compiling the menu in French. Although rather too discursive, 


the book is of practical value, being well provided with marginal subject headings, 
and an index.

It is 
chiefly of interest as an anthology of typical recipes covering the whole field of 
culinary activity, and contains much pertinent commentary on British food and its

Tavistock Publications, 28s. 22-2 cm. 359 pages. 15 diagrams. 2 tables. Bibliography.

The Tavistock Institute of Human Relations, London, of which Dr. Jaques is a mem- 

ber of the Management Committee, has carried out a three-year study of industrial 

psychology in collaboration with the Glacier Metal Company, a large engineering 
concern in London. This is a comprehensive report of the investigation. After explain- 
ing the social organization of the firm it describes work carried out with its Works 

Council, Works Committee, trade unions and the managerial departments with 

regard to general problems of joint consultation. In conclusion it discusses particular 

sources of stress and other industrial troubles. The book is intended for administra- 
tive, medical and social scientists and for all those who are concerned with methods 

of relieving social stress in industry. (658-315)

This ‘Guide to the Buying, Storing, Service and selling of Alcoholic Liquors’ is 
intended primarily for those engaged in the trade; but even the chapters concerned 
with salesmanship have for the layman the interest of seeing himself, as a customer, 
through the eyes of the vendor. For the rest, the book provides a wealth of well- 
arranged information about the sources, characteristics, proper uses and treatment 
of drinks of all sorts, which is interesting and useful to the layman as a consumer.

SCOTCH. The Whisky of Scotland in Fact and Story. Sir Robert Bruce Lockhart.

Considered merely as a history of Scotch Whisky, this book records the gradual 
victories of blended over malt; of the lowlands over the highlands; of England— 
fiscally—over both; and of amalgamation over competitive enterprise. But Sir Robert 
Bruce Lockhart has enshrined in this record many interesting studies of character and 
achievement, ranging from ‘whisky barons’ to the highland shepherd walking 
thirty miles daily on a diet of whisky and oatmeal; and has garnished it with an 
abundance of literary allusion and anecdote. The result makes very good reading.

Dr. Learmonth is as qualified as anyone associated with the plastics lamination in- 
dustry to establish himself as entrepreneur between the scattered multitude of specialists 
producing valuable technical information and the student of plastic technology. The 
business of culling, collecting, simplifying, digesting, arranging, explaining, illus- 
trating and appending has been performed faithfully, and the resulting handbook is 
relatively good value. It is certainly a useful addition to the development department 
libraries of firms who have something to gain from a knowledge of the potentialities 
of laminated plastics.

The statements that melamine is partly derived from coal tar 
and is not available in the United Kingdom (page 49) and that accurate statistics of 

United Kingdom plastics production are not published should be corrected in a

This book has been produced co-operatively by the Open-Hearth Instruments Sub- 

Committee of the British Iron and Steel Research Association. It describes the instru- 

ments used in making various measurements in British steel plants, to enable each 

plant to make the fullest use of the experience of the others. Though mainly intended 
for melting-shop managers and their staffs, it can also be used as an elementary guide 
in the maintenance of open-hearth furnace instruments. The application of instru- 
ments is now proceeding very rapidly, and the Committee hope to keep up to date 
by issuing new editions at frequent intervals. (669-142) 


MAGNETIC AND ELECTRICAL METHODS OF NON- 
DESTRUCTIVE TESTING. Report prepared by the Magnetic and Elec- 
trical Methods Sub-Committee of the British Iron and Steel Research Association.

This work, intended as a reference book, reviews the testing methods which have been 

developed for examining the properties and behaviour of iron and steel in the solid 

state. It covers the techniques of magnetic particle testing, crack detection, measure- 
ment of plate and coating thickness, and sorting methods. Information is given about 
all the known methods and numerous illustrations show the apparatus used and the 

testing procedure. The book is wholly descriptive and non-mathematical. (669-16) 


CHILL-CAST TIN BRONZES. Daniel Hanson and W. T. Pell-Walpole. 
Edward Arnold, 75s. 25-4 cm. 376 pages. 235 illustrations. 153 tables. Bibliography.

The authors (respectively Chief Professor of Metallurgy and I.C.I. Research Fellow 

in the University of Birmingham) aim at giving a comprehensive metallurgy of 

bronze with special reference to ingots and castings made in metal moulds, and some 
of the chapters are based on researches which they and their colleagues have carried 

out in collaboration with the Tin Research Institute. In view of the industrial im- 

portance of the alloys under discussion (including the wrought bronzes which form 

the subject of the last chapter) this treatise will be welcomed by all who wish to keep 
their practice (even with traditional materials) in line with the most modern 

knowledge.

Mr. Sacheverell Sitwell is a poet who writes on archi- 
tecture, painting and music in Italy and Spain in an evocative, discursive and entirely 
personal manner. He blends history and appreciation in a style which is remarkable 
for its literary qualities as well as offering to the initiated and interested reader an 
unforgettable vision of the more extreme manifestations of the baroque spirit. This 
reprint is embellished by eight out of the sixteen illustrations from the first edition.

In 1945 the author of the well remembered Down the Garden Path purchased a large 
Georgian Manor house (the Merry Hall of the title) set in the midst of five acres of 
neglected garden, and this book is the record of his six years’ struggle to reclaim the 
latter. He tells of tree-felling, the planting of new trees and shrubs, the making of a 
water garden, complete with triton and dolphin, and of the gradual emergence of 
beauty out of chaos. To complete the story there are humorous and affectionate 
sketches of his neighbours, his fellow workers at Merry Hall and his two cats.

Geoffrey Webb, Secretary to the Royal Commission on Historical Monuments 

(England) and a scholar of unimpeachable standing, has written a characteristically 

distinguished essay, in which the attention of the reader is mainly directed to the 

internal appearance of England’s great medieval churches rather than to their 

construction. It is illustrated with a number of very beautiful photographs. (720-942) 
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Sculpture 


ENGLISH MEDIEVAL SCULPTURE. Arthur Gardner. Cambridge 
University Press, $58. 27°9 cm. 360 pages. 683 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 
This standard work, first published in 1935 under the title of A Handbook of English 
Medieval Sculpture, is now reissued in a revised and much enlarged edition. The period 
covered is from the seventh century (conversion of Britain to Christianity) until the 
beginning of the Reformation about 1525—the whole medieval epoch when sculpture 
was very closely connected with architecture and the building trades. Mr. Gardner 
describes the different phases of pre-Conquest, Norman and Gothic sculpture in a 
comprehensive survey which is constantly related to the numerous photographs dis- 
tributed through the text—one of the most useful features of this book, and invaluable 
for the student. The plates are listed, under places, in the index. Within each chrono- 
logical section the illustrations are arranged, when possible, by their subjects, e.g. roof 
bosses, wooden bench-ends, monumental effigies, fonts, figure sculpture of fagades. 
Mr. Gardner, a Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries, is an acknowledged expert on 
medieval sculpture. (7342)

ENGLISH PAINTED ENAMELS. Therle and Bernard Hughes. Country Life, 
42S. 25°4 cm. 156 pages. 8 colour plates. 83 illustrations. Index. 
A monograph on the history and craft of decorative enamels applied to small objects 
of personal luxury (made of porcelain, metal or glass) such as snuff-boxes, candle- 
sticks, plaques, miniature medallions, bottles, etc. The illustraticns reproduce examples 
from two notable collections, those of H.M. Queen Mary and the Hon. Mrs. Ionides. 
“Battersea enamels’ are known, at least by repute, to all lovers of antiques and curios, 
but the authors of this book also write about the longer established factories at 
Birmingham and in Staffordshire which produced many of the finest examples of the 
craft. The colour plates are attractive and the whole book very pleasantly produced.

Glassware 
ENGLISH TABLEGLASS. E. M. Elville. Country Life, 42s. 25-4 cm. 274 pages. 
136 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This book is designed for the collector of English tableglass, with special emphasis on 
material and technical processes. The author stresses the need for such knowledge, in 
addition to familiarity with historical forms and decoration, to help the collector 
appreciate examples from the past and to judge contemporary specimens. Four out of 
fourteen chapters deal with technical matters, including the scientific investigation of 
old glass and an account of methods for distinguishing the genuine from the imitation. 
Plentifully illustrated with photographs in the text this is a useful addition to the 
increasing literature on glass. (748)

BRITISH FURNITURE TO-DAY. Erné Goldfinger. Tiranti, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 
20 pages of text. 98 illustrations. 11 diagrams in text. (Chapters in Art) 

This further addition to a well-known series illustrates examples of contemporary 

British furniture with a short introduction describing the theory and aims of modern 

furniture design. Lists of designers and manufacturers precede the illustrations; in 


these the importance of well-designed prototypes for mass-produced articles is ably 
demonstrated. (749°22) 
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Photography 
AMATEUR PHOTOGRAPHY. A Practical Handbook for the Amateur. 
Edited by Anthony Johnstone. 7th edition, revised. Newnes, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 
384 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 48 plates. 54 diagrams. Index. 
This work, first published 1935, has been brought up to date by the inclusion of 
information on some recently introduced materials and processes. The first chapters 
are on elementary matters; others deal with processes that could be attempted only 
by the advanced amateur or professional. There are chapters on bromoil and bromoil 
transfer, telephotography, photomicrography, infra-red photography, and colour 
photography, as well as on the more usual subjects. Most of the chapters are short, 
giving clear descriptions of processes with a minimum of technical explanation. 
Inevitably, some of the information is already behind the times; wanda, of its 


kind the book is first-class. (770) 


Music 

THE YEAR’S WORK IN MUSIC 1950-51. Edited by Alan Frank. 
Longmans for The British Council, ss. 23-4 cm. 88 pages. 9 illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. Discography. Index. Paper bound. 

The period under review is from 1 June 1950 to the end of April 1951, but the musical 

events of the Festival of Britain up to June 1951 are included. The Festival saw the 

opening of the Royal Festival Hall, the revealing acoustics of which may do much 

to raise the standard of orchestral playing. In this stimulating survey authorities write 

of music in the universities, early and modern instruments, the B.B.C. and contem- 

porary music, opera, concerts in London and recorded British music. There is an 

appreciation of the work of Dr. E. H. Fellowes. (780-5) 


VOCAL TECHNIQUE. Percy Judd. Sylvan Press, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 145 pages. 
Diagrams. Tables. Index. 
The writer’s thesis is that since science has been applied to the training of the human 
voice the art of singing has been on the decline. He claims that most contemporary 
singing is unpleasing because the singers have not been taught to exercise aural control, 
in other words they do not listen to themselves with discrimination. This little book 
should be studied by singers and their teachers. It sets out the case for reverting to the 
methods of the great Italian masters, who achieved fame through their pupils. Perhaps 
the prevalence of second-rate singing today is due to the fact that artists appear in 
public before they have had time to reach that stage of perfection of tone, flexibility 
breath control, legato, diction and subtle hearing that makes a great artist. (78493) 


CAVALIERE ZAVERTAL AND THE ROYAL ARTILLERY BAND. 
Henry George Farmer. Hinrichsen, 15s. 22-8 cm. 247 pages. 24 plates. 5 illustrations. 
List of compositions. Bibliography. Index. 

In late Victorian days military bands engaged civilian conductors. Cavaliere Ladislao 

Zavertal (of Czech-Italian origin), after some years of professional work in Italy and 

Scotland, held the post of bandmaster to the Royal Artillery Band from 1881 to 1906. 

His energy, enthusiasm and skill raised the standard of the playing of the military band 

and the symphony orchestra of this British regiment to such a pitch that they became 

famous at home and abroad. Zavertal was also a successful composer and most of his 
works are in the Zavertal Collection in the Glasgow University Library. He died in 

Italy in 1942, at the age of 93. The author, a specialist in many aspects of music, in- 

cluding military band music, makes an interesting story of the band and its master.

DRAMA FESTIVALS AND THEIR ADJUDICATION. A Handbook 
for Producers, Actors, Festival Organizers, and Adjudicators. C. B. Purdom. 
Dent, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 152 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

In 1927 the British Drama League inaugurated the National Festival of Community 

Drama. Now many thousands of people are actively engaged as actors, producers, 

organizers, adjudicators and critics in drama festivals which are held all the year round. 

C. B. Purdom, critic, writer, producer, and honorary secretary of the Guild of 

Adjudicators, has written a book to meet the needs of all these, and, above all, to 

raise the standard of adjudication with the ultimate purpose of improving amateur 

drama. The book is sound in theory, practical, and stimulating. (792) 


THEATRE WORLD ANNUAL (LONDON). A Pictorial Review of West 
End Productions with a Record of Plays and Players. Number 2. Edited by Frances 
Stephens. Rockliff, 18s. 25-4 cm. 176 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 296 illustrations. 
Index. 

This review of the twelve months from 1 June 1950 until 31 May 1951 includes 

photographs of many of the Festival of Britain productions presented in London 

during the period. It contains obituaries of stage personalities who died during the 

year, and an index of plays, actors and producers. (792-05) 


SIXTY YEARS OF THEATRE. Ernest Short. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 
21°8 cm. 402 pages. 50 illustrations on half-tone plates, 19 line drawings and re- 
productions in text. 

In an interesting introduction the author gives an account of what the theatre has 

meant in the past, and what it has become. He writes of the economics of the theatre, 

past and present, aesthetic tradition, and the nature of illusion. In his subsequent 
reminiscences of the British theatre during the last sixty years the emphasis is on 
popular entertainment—comic operas, musical comedies, revues, the Follies and the 
palaces of variety—though there are chapters on the great actors, playwrights and 
producers of the period. Parts of the book are reprinted from Theatrical Cavalcade 
and Fifty Years of Vaudeville, now out of print. (792-09)

ALICIA MARKOVA. Gordon Anthony. Phoenix House, 15s. 25 cm. 111 pages. 
53 photographs (3 in colour). 

Dame Adeline Genée, President of the Royal Academy of Dancing, writes an intro- 
ductory appreciation and Gordon Anthony adds introduction and commentary to 
this modest and excellent selection of his photographs of one of England’s greatest 
ballerinas. It includes nothing before 1932 and little of her ‘ballet Russe’ and American 
careers, but his careful and evocative studies capture and display her rare quality in 
some of her best remembered roles. (792°8) 


SADLER’S WELLS BALLET GOES ABROAD. Franklin White. Faber, 
258. 25°9 cm. 124 pages. Coloured frontispiece and 136 photographs by Bryan 
Ashbridge. Map of route. 

The success of Sadler’s Wells’ 21,000-mile tour of the United States and Canada in 

the winter of 1950-51 made ballet history. The official story remains to be written, 

but here two of the dancers have produced a cheerfully informal and unaffected record 
of it, Ashbridge photographing the company off stage and on, and White describing 
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the hard work, the friendly welcomes. the accidents, amusements, pleasures and 
hardships of a most exacting but brilliant tour. (792°8)

QUE VIVA MEXICO! S. M. Eisenstein. Introduction by Ernest Lindgren. 
Vision Press, 15s. 22-2 cm. 90 pages. 36 illustrations. Bibliography. 

S. M. Eisenstein is internationally known as the creator of Battleship Potemkin, 
Alexander Nevsky, Ivan the Terrible and other film classics. As Mr. Lindgren, Deputy 
Director of the British Film Institute and Curator of the National Film Library, writes 
in his introduction, ‘Que Viva Mexico!, had he been allowed to complete it, might 
have been his greatest work. All that remains of it is a formidable quantity of uncut 
film of superb photographic quality and a few sketchy drafts of what he intended to 
fashion out of it, of which the following script is the most complete.” The book is 
illustrated with reproductions of some lovely stills. (792-93) 


THE ITALIAN CINEMA. Vernon Jarratt. Falcon Press, 1s. 25-2 cm. 116 pages. 
92 illustrations. Indexes. (The National Cinema Series) 
This book is believed to be the first history of the Italian cinema to be published in 
Great Britain. In 1945 the author became Films Officer at the British Embassy in 
Rome and ‘was able to see every post-war Italian film of any importance’. This book 
deals in most detail with the more recent productions but it also covers the earlier 
history of the Italian cinema. The appendices consist of a list of Italian films directed 
from 1930-48 by leading directors, and cast and credit lists for some of the more 
important post-war films. There are indexes of film titles and names. The illustrations 
consist of reproductions of stills. (792-93)

B.B.C. YEAR BOOK 16952. British Broadcasting Corporation, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Reproduced here in words and pictures are the outstanding radio events of the past 
year. With broadcasting now entering its fourth decade, this issue suggests that the 
coming period will be one of continued progress and new achievements in all branches.

Services; The Impact of Radio on Music, Ernest Newman; The Television Play, Val

19 cm. 93 pages. 8 illustrations. 
Dr. Young writes for the Association football spectator and discusses with charm and 
humour, in a series of light essays, the finer points of football strategy. He shows a 
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great love of the game and his writing is as distinguished in this ficld as in his other, 
perhaps better known, field of music.

THE ALPINE ANNUAL, 1951. Edited by T. Graham Brown. Dent, 30s.

This second volume of a yearly series contains some of the outstanding contributions 
on mountaineering which appeared in the Alpine Journal during 1950. Published by 
arrangement with the Alpine Club, it is well produced and excellently illustrated.

THE SCOTTISH HIMALAYAN EXPEDITION. W. H. Murray. Dent, 
30S. 22-2 cm. 296 pages. 38 plates (4 in colour). 11 maps and diagrams by Robert 
Anderson. Illustrated endpapers. Glossary. Index. 
This account of the first Scottish expedition to the Himalayas describes the attempt on 
nine mountains and the climbing of five in the districts of Garhwal which contain the 
great unclimbed peaks of Kumaon. The expedition was financed and organized in 
1950 by the author and three other Scottish mountainecrs. He writes of their outstand- 
ing achievements in an unassuming style that succeeds in conveying his enthusiasm for 
mountains and the exhilarating effect they have on him. Of the expedition’s photo- 
graphic record of Kumaon, some fine examples are reproduced in the book. This is a 
notable addition to mountaineering literature. (796-52) 


RALLIES AND TRIALS. The Monte Carlo Rally, Alpine Trials, the Rallye 
Gastronomique, R.A.C. Veteran Car Trials, and other Motoring Occasions. S. C. H. 
Davies. Iliffe, 15s. 22-2 cm. 184 pages. 32 pages of illustrations. Index. 

A famous motor racing driver with over thirty years’ experience, describes in a lively 

manner his many adventures in long-distance motoring. The book is largely con- 

cerned with ‘Rallies’. The scheme adopted at the first Monte Carlo Rally in 1911 

formed the basis of all succeeding Rallies. Competitors start from various cities and 

cover a pre-arranged route in a given time, checking in at various points on the way. 

There is no doubt about the author’s enthusiasm for this form of motoring. (796-7) 


OUT OF POOLE. G.C. L. Payne. Murray, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 143 pages. 25 illus- 
trations. Chart, barograph reading, weather map. 
Several British yachts raced back together across the Atlantic, after the Bermuda Race 
of 1950. An account of one craft’s voyage has already been published: North Atlantic, 
by Adlard Coles. Here is another account, this time of Karin III, a 41-foot gaff cutter 
which sailed over to America on her own bottom, took part in the Bermuda Race and 
then raced home. She is essentially of the cruiser type and the voyages were made with- 
out mishap, though without winning any prizes. This is a modest and useful account 
and full of informative hints on navigation and seamanship. (797-14)

Literary Composition 
THE BACKGROUND OF MODERN POETRY. J. Isaacs. Bell, 8s.6d. 
19 cm. 102 pages. 
In this brilliant and suggestive book Professor Isaacs points out that the best poets of 
their time have always been ‘modern’, and gives a summary of critical theory and 
criticism of poetry from the sixteenth century onwards in illustration of this. ‘Poetry’, 
he says, “must always be renewed, and it is the renewal which is always an effort to a 
public conditioned to a previous phase’. We are now living in the decadence of the 
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second Romantic movement, which began with Mallarmé and the Symbolists. The 
first Romantic movement, which was English in origin, began with Ossian, was 
continued by Wordsworth and perfected by Shelley, who, it is emphasized, antici- 
pated much that is regarded as specifically ‘modern’ in contemporary writers. 
Separate chapters are devoted to the Imagists, T. S. Eliot, the relation of poetry to 
science, and to a brief indication of the achievement and direction of modern poetry 
as a whole. (808-1)

THE LIMITS OF ART. Poetry and Prose chosen by Ancient and Modern 
Critics. Collected and edited by Huntingdon Cairns. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 35s. 
22°2 cm. 1,517 pages. Glossary. Indexes. 

In this copious anthology the Secretary of the National Gallery of Art, Washington, 

U.S.A., has collected passages from poetry and prose which have been singled out 

for high praise by great critics of the past and present. The literatures of ancient 

Greece and Rome, and of Britain, France, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Germany and 

U.S.A. are represented, the passages in foreign languages being given both in the 

original and in translation. The critic’s opinion, usually very brief, is given after each 

passage. An impressive collection of masterpieces and near-masterpieces. (808-8)

THE TREASURY OF HUMOROUS QUOTATIONS. Edited by Evan 
Esar. English edition edited by Nicolas Bentley. Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 20-9 cm. 
254 pages. Index. 

Although there is little humour in this book there is a good deal of wit, collected from 

the sayings and writings of people as far apart as Aristotle, Charles Lamb, Oscar Wilde 

and Orson Welles: 4,000 brief quotations, arranged under their 450 authors, with a 

subject index. Mr. Bentley has deleted nearly s00 American quotations from the 

American edition and replaced them mainly from English sources. A useful work of 

reference and an entertaining bedside book. (808-88) 


American Literature 


WHILE ROME BURNS. Alexander Woollcott. Reprint. Barker, 10s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 288 pages. 
This is the tenth reprint of this collection of 44 short pieces—legends, murder stories, 
biographical sketches, scenes of travel, commentaries on books and plays—since they 
were first assembled and published in 1934. The verbal wit still sparkles and the salty 
style has not lost its savour. Woollcott was regarded in his day as the best journalist 
in America, and, indeed, it is journalism and story-telling of the highest order which 
raise these pieces from the category of fugitive writings to the rank of classics. (818-5)

ESSAYS AND STUDIES 1951. Collected for the English Association by 
Geoffrey Tillotson. Murray, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 155 pages. 1 illustration. 

This fourth volume of the English Association’s ‘New Series’ contains’a varied 
and stimulating group of essays: L’Allegro and II Penseroso in their relation to 
17th century Poetry, by J. B. Leishman; Rasselas Reconsidered, by Mary Lascelles ; 
Fathers and Sons in Dickens, by Eleanor Rooke; Dickens at Work on Dombey and 
Son, by John Butt and Kathleen Tillotson; Sir Walter Raleigh’s Gold Mine: New 
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Light on the last Guiana Voyage, by Agnes M. C. Latham; Dr. Johnson and thé 
Kangaroo, by W. Russell Brain; Modes of Meaning, by J. R. Firth. (820-5) 











AUSTRALIAN LITERATURE, 1900-1950. H. M. Green. Melbourne 
University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 2s.6d. 
16-3 cm. 64 pages. Bibliography. 

Designed to help mark the jubilee of the Commonwealth of Australia, this booklet 

was prepared at the request of the Trustees of the Public Library of Victoria. The 

author, an accepted literary critic, has carefully appraised the writing of Australians 
through an important formative period. To cover a broad field he has sometimes had 
to generalize, but most prominent figures are discussed. (820°9A) 


FIFTY YEARS OF ENGLISH LITERATURE 1900-1950. R.A. Scott- 
James. Longmans, 15s. 21-9 cm. 265 pages. Index. 
A new age, characterized by radical criticism of the nineteenth century and its legacy, 
began in 1900. With the turn of the century we enter ‘the most talkative period in 
the history of English literature’. Prophets, moralists and reformers abound—Bernard 
Shaw, H. G. Wells, G. K. Chesterton, Galsworthy—to be followed by a generation 
of novelists who turned to France for their models and were inclined to ‘stand above 
the battle’—Henry James, Joseph Conrad, E. M. Forster. Chapters are then devoted 
to: The Irish Literary Movement—Ycats and Synge; the Elder Poets—Hardy, Bridges, 
Housman; the ‘Georgian’ Poets; the ‘Interior Vision’ of James Joyce, D. H. Lawrence 
and Virginia Woolf; and T. S. Eliot. This unusually detailed and conscientious record 
concludes with an account of recent novelists and poets, and there is a chapter on the 
historians, critics, journalists, and minor novelists and dramatists of the pre-1914 
period. A useful compendium, written in a pleasantly informal style. (820-9) 


English Poetry 
THE APPLE AND THE SPECTROSCOPE. T. R. Henn. Methuen, 12s.6d. 
19 cm. 186 pages. 4 illustrations. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

In this series of lectures delivered at Cambridge during the Long Vacations of 1946-50, 
Mr. Henn, University Lecturer in English, attempted to explain the nature of poetry 
to an audience mainly composed of science students. He begins by drawing a parallel 
between the imagery of poetry and the action of an electric valve. In illustration of 
the way poetry ‘works’ he analyses passages from the Bible, one of the Border Ballads, 
and poems of Shakespeare, Blake, Pope, T. S. Eliot and Walter de la Mare. The book 
is written with such imagination and skill that it would be difficult to find a better or 
more lucid introduction to its subject. Mr. Henn concludes with two chapters that are 
virtually a short history of English literature from 1300 to 1900 and adds a list of books 
for further reading. (821) 


ELIZABETHAN LYRICS. Catherine Ing. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
252 pages. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
Mrs. Ing, as is usual in literary criticism, stretches the term ‘Elizabethan’ to cover a 
period from 1557, the year of the publication of Tottel’s Miscellany, to 1633 when 
Donne’s poems were first published. Her book is a technical study of the development 
of English prosody and its relation to the two chief musical forms of the day, the 
Madrigal and the Air. Special attention is given to the songs of Spenser, Shakespeare, 
Campion and Donne. Mrs. Ing shows that, far from being the spontaneous cries of 
“a nest of singing birds’, Elizabethan lyrics were highly wrought and deliberate works 
of art. (821-3) 
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POEMS 19351. The Prize-winning Entries for the Festival of Britain Competition. 
With an Introduction by John Hayward. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 240 pages. 
Paper bound. (The Penguin Poets) 

Though a large number of established writers entered this competition, two of the 

prize-winners, G. B. Walker and J. P. Fletcher, had never appeared in print before. 

The first, who contributes a long and sophisticated ‘conversation piece’ is an ex- 

officer of the Indian Army; the second, who comes of ‘immemorial coal-mining 

stock’ contributes a passionate indictment of pit and slum life. Clive Sansom’s moving 

The Witnessesis an imaginative re-creation of New Testament themes. None of the poets 

included—the others are Jack Clemo, Robert Conquest, J. C. Grant, Theodore Nicholl 

and L. A. Radford—belong to any recognized ‘school’. But, as Mr. Hayward re- 
marks, ‘it should, I think, be clear . . . that their poems could only have been written 

in our time and in the prevailing climate of thought and sensibility.’ (821-9) 


POEMS AND SATIRES. Robert Graves. Cassell, 7s.6d. 19 cm. $2 pages. 


The latest collection of Robert Graves’s poems shows great technical virtuosity and 
an almost classic maturity. Unlike much modern poetry, his poems do not ‘fade on 
the page after a few months’, as may be seen by the inclusion here, in revised forms, of 
poems written over twenty years ago. A brief Foreword expresses something of Mr. 
Graves’s attitude towards his own work. (821 9) 


THE SUMMER DANCE and Other Poems. J. C. Hall. Lehmann, 8s.6d. 20-3 cm. 
64 pages. 
Mr. Hall’s poems fall into two groups, dated 1939-1943 and 1947-1951. The second 
contains the best of his lyrical gift; evenly written and quiet in tone these poems 
express a state of mind common to our civilization—the isolation of the individual in 
face of war and anxiety. The language and feeling are fused and genuine and there 
are no loose ends. They give the pleasure that is always given by the work of a good 
craftsman. (821-9) 


THE FABER BOOK OF MODERN VERSE. Edited by Michael Roberts. 
New edition, with a supplement chosen by Anne Ridler. Faber, 12s.6d. 19-5 cm. 
452 pages. Index. 

Michael Roberts’s anthology first appeared in 1936 and is said to have formed the 

taste of a generation. This new generation is now represented in Anne Ridler’s supple- 

ment. The collection begins with Gerard Manley Hopkins, a Victorian who has had a 

considerable technical influence on modern poetry; it includes the generation of 

T. S. Eliot, Ezra Pound and several other influential American poets, and concludes 

with the poets of the 1930s—the most powerful of whom are Auden, Dylan Thomas 

and Empson. The supplement gives the work of Kathleen Raine, W. R. Rodgers, T. F. 

Prince, Henry Reed, W. S. Graham, and others who have emerged during and since 

the Second World War. Michael Roberts died in 1950. His anthology, with its 

valuable preface, is still the best introduction to modern English poetry. (821-9) 


English Drama 

SHAKESPEARE AND ELIZABETHAN POETRY. A Study of his 
Earlier Work in Relation to the Poetry of the Time. M. C. Bradbrook. Chatto & 
Windus, 16s. 20-3 cm. 287 pages. 3 illustrations, Notes. Indexes. 

This comprehensive survey of Shakespeare’s plays and poetry in relation to the poetry 

and life of his time, also gives an impression of the general tendency of critical thought 


on these subjects. A chapter on the Elizabethan inheritance from the Middle Ages is 
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followed by studies of the court poetry of Elizabeth’s age, the conventions of the 
popular stage and the Ovidian romance, which includes Marlowe’s Hero and Leander 
and Shakespeare’s Venus and Adonis. Shakespeare’s plays are then discussed as they fall 
into some of the categories enumerated by Polonius—the tragical-historical, the 
comical-historical. There are also illuminating chapters on ‘the moral heraldry’ of 
Titus Andronicus and The Rape of Lucrece, the ‘fashioning of a courtier’ in the Sonnets 
and The Two Gentlemen of Verona, and the comical-fantastic genre of As You Like It 
and Twelfth Night. The book is written with freshness and enthusiasm and is illustrated 
with the miniatures of Nicholas Hilliard. (822-3) 


THE EDITORIAL PROBLEM IN SHAKESPEARE. A Survey of the 
Foundations of the Text. W. W. Greg. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 
12s.6d. 22-8 cm. 280 pages. Notes. References. Index. 

First delivered as a series of lectures at Cambridge in 1939, this book is one of the 

essential works of Shakespeare scholarship. In it Sir Walter Greg sums up the present 

state of critical opinion regarding the foundations of the text of the plays. A com- 
prehensive survey of the whole problem is followed by a prolegomena which inter- 

prets and develops under seven ‘rules’ the principles first laid down by the late R. B. 

McKerrow in his famous Prolegomena for the Oxford Shakespeare. A discussion of such 

theatrical manuscripts as survive from the Elizabethan period leads on to a textual 

analysis of the various Quartos and the First Folio in an attempt to arrive at a concep- 
tion of the kind of manuscripts used as copy for the early editions. Sir Walter has 
modified some of his views in the light of more recent research since the first 

appearance of his book in 1942, though its text remains substantially the same. (822-3) 


MORE CHILDREN’S THEATRE PLAYS. David Scott Daniell. Harrap, 
$8. 17°8 cm. 96 pages. 4 pages of line drawings. 
This second volume of plays specially written for Bertha Waddell’s ‘Children’s 
Theatre’ is again a proved collection, for each of the four plays included has been 
performed before about a hundred thousand children in Britain. They are all period 
pieces, Early English, medieval French, Elizabethan and Georgian, and all straight- 
forward, lively and dramatic. There are costume illustrations by Elizabeth Thirlby.

BERNARD SHAW. A.C. Ward. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 223 pages. 4 plates. 
Bibliography. Index. (Men and Books) 


“Though we know more about Shaw than of any other modern writer, we also 
know less’; in thus distinguishing between Bernard Shaw’s public and interior lives, 
Mr. Ward admits a difficulty in separating, according to the plan of this new series, 
the life and the works of his author. A short biographical chapter, therefore, which 
describes Shaw’s brief career in business and his emergence first as critic and then as 
playwright, is followed by a detailed discussion of Shaw’s criticism, plays and pam- 
phiets. A whole-hearted enthusiast, Mr. Ward is concerned to establish Shaw’s pre- 
eminence not merely as a technical innovator and as the great English exponent of the 
drama of ideas but as a fine dramatist whose gift of language and theatrical sense will 
ensure the survival of his plays. (822-9) 


English Fiction 
RUDYARD KIPLING. Bonamy Dobrée. Longmans for The British Council, 


1s.6d. 21°5 cm. $$ pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to ‘ British Book News’) 


Defending Kipling (1865-1936) from the charge of being no more than a crude British 
imperialist and ‘a thumper of banjo-melodies’, Professor Dobrée presents him as, on 
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the contrary, a very great craftsman whose affinities are with Hardy, Meredith and 
Matthew Arnold. Kipling has always been popular with the general public for he 
‘often states in memorable words the commonest and deepest feelings of the great mass 
of mankind, when these have got to the stage of being expressible in myth’. He has 
less appeal, Professor Dobrée admits, to those whom he is inclined to dismiss as merely 
‘cultured’. (823-8) 


JOSEPH CONRAD. Oliver Warner. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. 
4 plates. Bibliography. Indexes. (Men and Books) 
A notable contribution to this new series, Mr. Warner’s life and re-appraisal of 
Joseph Conrad is a timely one. Conrad, the strange Polish genius who deserted sea- 
faring for literature and chose to write in English, died in 1924. Since then he has been 
first neglected and later ardently rediscovered. Mr. Warner's preliminary biography 
shows how Conrad’s romantic life as sailor and adventurer gave him the basic material 
for his novels, though their special quality derives from the interaction of the moral 
and physical worlds. Conrad was a great descriptive writer but ‘all my concern has 
been with the “ideal” value of things, events and people’. (823-9) 


English Essays 
TWO CHEERS FOR DEMOCRACY. E. M. Forster. Edward Amold, 21s. 
22-2 cm. 371 pages. 
Mr. E. M. Forster is the great humanist sage of our period, the most distinguished of 
living English novelists and a prime influence on the young writers of the day. His 
new volume of collected essays shows him as still the apostle of intellectual scepticism 
and of faith in human relationships. In the first section of his book he deals with world 
problems such as totalitarianism, anti-semitism, intellectual liberty and the current 
attack on individualism; in the second with his personal beliefs about art and artists and 
human behaviour. Ironic, modest and benevolent, his general thesis is the fallibility 
of judgment and the need for a tolerance of the heart. He finds a possibility of true 
internal order in works of art alone and a hope for humanity only in its affections.

German Literature 
THE LIFE OF THE VIRGIN MARY. Rainer Maria Rilke. The German 
text with an English Translation and an Introduction by Stephen Spender. Vision 
Press, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 49 pages. 
Rilke’s Das Marien-Leben belongs to the period of his maturity and immediately pre- 
cedes the composition of the first two Duino Elegies in 1912. Stephen Spender remarks 
that it illustrates all the peculiar virtues and vices of Rilke’s poetry in its fully developed 
form, where the moral raptures and highmindedness can betray the poet into ‘a kind 
of spiritual opportunism’ and baroque exaggeration. In his translation he has tried to 
follow Rilke’s forms without departing from his meaning or introducing extraneous 
images. (831-9) 


French Literature 

THE MASTER OF SANTIAGO and Four Other Plays. Henry de Monther- 
lant. Translated from the French with a preface by Jonathan Griffin. Routledge & 
Kegan Paul, 21s. 18-4 cm. 368 pages. Notes. 

Novelist and essayist until 1940, de Montherlant (born 1896) gained his reputation as 

a dramatist during the Occupation, and now ranks among the leading French play- 

wrights. There is both solidity and style in his work, and an intellectualism and adult 
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quality that is unsparing of the audience. Pride is the dominant note of four of these 
plays. Queen After Death, set in Portugal in the past, Malatesta—a play rivalling 
Tamburlaine in the violent excesses of the central character—set in Italy in 1468, and 
The Master of Santiago, a study both of rigour and of pride, and obliquely, of the 
‘moral problem of colonial imperialism’, set in Spain in 1519, are plays of violence 
and violent contrasts. No Man’s Son and its sequel, To-morrow the Dawn, is a drama of 
contemporary French life built round three characters, victims alike of character and 
circumstance. (842-9) 


Latin Literature 
LATIN ELEGIAC VERSE. A Study of the Metrical Usages of Tibullus, 
Propertius and Ovid. Maurice Platnauer. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 19 cm. 
130 pages. Bibliography. 
An immense amount of patient work lies behind this modest volume which provides 
an accurate and compact statement of the practice of the Augustan elegists in their 
versification, prosody, and also certain points of idiom and word order. It brings out 
the main differences between Greek and Augustan elegiac technique and indicates the 
chief metrical peculiarities of each of the three Augustan elegists. All who have 
occasion, whether as textual critics or interpreters, to study these Latin poets will find 
in Mr. Platnauer’s book a handy work of reference. Perhaps some treatment of the 
relationship between ictus and word accent, a peculiarly Latin problem, could be 
included in a later edition. (871) 


Greek Literature 
THE HELEN OF EURIPIDES. A Translation by Rex Warner. Bodley Head, 
7s.6d. 22-2 cm. 88 pages. 

Rex Warner, who has already put English readers in his debt by his translations of the 
Medea and the Hippolytus of Euripides and the Prometheus Vinctus of Aeschylus, now 
applies his gifts to a play of a very different kind, for, as he points out, the Helen is not 
a tragedy but a romantic thriller with a happy ending. The translation in unrhymed 
verse is close and yet flows easily, retaining the compact lucidity of the Euripidean 
iambics. If the lyrics lack the melodious quality of the Greek, this is rooted in the 
structure of the English language with its concentrations of consonants and blurred 
unaccented vowels. The book is a most welcome addition to this series. (882) 


GREEKS AND TROJANS. Rex Warner. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 20-9 cm. 
200 pages. 15 drawings by Edward Bawden. 
In simple sensitive prose Mr. Warner relates the main episodes of the ten years’ war, 
from the Judgment of Paris to the stratagem of the Wooden Horse and the destruc- 
tion of Troy, in which Menelaus, Paris and Helen, Priam and Hecuba, Agamemnon, 
Ajax, Hector, Achilles, Odysseus and many others play their famous parts. This is an 
excellent introduction to the story for readers young or old, a valuable ‘background’ 
book for students of English literature, and a worthy successor to the author’s previous 
volume Men and Gods. (883) 


THE SYMPOSIUM. Plato. A New Translation by W. Hamilton. Penguin Books, 
2s. 18 cm. 122 pages. Notes. Paper bound. (The Penguin Classics) 

Plato’s Symposium is one of his best dramatic dialogues. It purports to give an account 

of a dinner party given by Agathon, a well-known poet, at which it was suggested 

that each of the six guests, including Phaedrus, Aristophanes and Socrates, should make 

a speech in praise of love. The speeches, characteristic of the speakers, treat the subject

widely and are intended by Plato to throw into high relief the final speech by Socrates, 
maintaining that love, rightly directed, is a search for beauty and truth. Plato uses the 
speech by Alcibiades, who comes unexpectedly after the dinner, as a revelation and 
defence of Socrates. To his skilful translation Mr. Hamilton adds excellent notes and 
a uscful introduction commenting on the speeches, Plato’s literary powers, and the 
approach necessary for the non-classical reader. (888)

Voyages and Travels Description 
ON SAILING THE SEA. A Collection of Seagoing Writings of Hilaire Belloc 
made by W. N. Roughead. Hart-Davis, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 269 pages. 8 plates. 2 line 
drawings. (Mariners Library) 
Urbane, learned, witty and full of a communicated love for the harbours, shores and 
estuaries of England, and of a vigorous enjoyment of coastwise and channel sailing, 
this selection must delight landsman and yachtsman alike. The author shares a score 
of adventures with the reader, but woven into the rich texture of narration are the 
meditations of the sage and the humorous prejudices of the shell-back. So engaging is 
the Belloc touch that even those who come under his genial lash must enjoy their 
correction. This selection was first published in 1939; the present edition contains 
additional material. (910-4) 


A WHITE BOAT FROM ENGLAND. George Millar. Heinemann, 16s. 
22°2 cm. 320 pages. 16 illustrations. 7 maps. Endpaper plans. 
George Millar’s new book describes his voyage, with his wife as crew, in the sixteen- 
ton sloop Serica from England to the French Riviera via Brittany, Spain, Portugal, 
N. Africa, Gibraltar and the Balearics. The author is a good scaman, though he dis- 
claims the title. His book should be read not only by yachtsmen (who will enjoy it 
tremendously) but by those who can appreciate this writer's Maugham-like ability 
to net for us in a paragraph or two the isolated moment; the strange character picked 
up quite casually in some small port or obscure restaurant, and the chance fleeting 
visions which only the traveller by sea may catch of the land he is coasting. (910-4) 


THE HARD WAY TO INDIA. John Seymour. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 16s. 
22-2 cm. 205 pages. 42 illustrations. Endpaper map. 
The author travelled to Karachi from England overland by way of Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria, Turkey, Syria and Persia into Pakistan. The countries he passed through, 
and the people with whom he fraternized on his leisurely journey lasting four months, 
are described in an entertaining fashion, with some glimpses of the life of the common 
people in rather remote places. From Karachi he took plane to Colombo, toured 
Ceylon and witnessed a great elephant drive. (910-4) 


FAREWELL WINDJAMMER. Holger Thesleff. Translated from the Swedish 
by M. A. Michael. Thames & Hudson, 18s. 22-2 cm. 256 pages. 18 illustrations. 
Endpaper map. Notes and diagram. Glossary. 


The author shipped out from England as an apprentice on the Finnish three-masted 
schooner Passat, and returned in her with grain from Australia, beating a sister ship in 
the passage round the Horn in what was most probably the last grain race the world 
will ever know. The ship’s company, heterogeneous and cosmopolitan, was almost 
entirely untrained, and the story of how it was welded into a crew capable of sailing a 
fully rigged ship through notably dangerous seas in little more than record time is 
well told. (910-4) 
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VICTORIA’S SUBJECTS TRAVELLED. Being an Anthology from the 
Works of Explorers and Travellers between the years 1850-1900. Edited with an 
introduction by Herbert van Thal. Barker, 25s. 22-2 cm. 384 pages. 31 illustrations. 
Maps. Bibliographies. Index. 

The literature of Victorian exploration and travel is extremely extensive and varied, 
and in selecting some forty representative passages Mr. van Thal has been faced with 
a difficult task. He includes most types of traveller, from Sir Richard Burton and Lord 
Curzon to Albert Smith and A. R. Wallace, while women travellers receive special 
attention. In choosing the extracts he has not sought for adventure or hair-raising 
exploits, but presents scenes and peoples of the world as they impressed themselves on 
intelligent nineteenth-century Britons, who reveal few of the prejudices commonly 
attributed to the Victorians. He has also supplied biographical notes, sometimes rather 
curiously phrased. (910-8) 


ENGLAND FOR EVERYMAN. H. A. Pichler. Revised edition. Dent, 6s. 

17°5 cm. 285 pages. Atlas of 32 coloured maps edited by John Bartholomew. Index. 
SCOTLAND FOR EVERYMAN. H.A. Pichler. Revised edition. Dent, 6s. 

17°$ cm. 232 pages. Atlas of 24 coloured maps edited by John Bartholomew. Index. 
These conveniently sized guides, first published in 1933, have now been thoroughly 
revised. In a series of tours, they cover the ‘principal antiquities and scenic beauties’ of 
each country. The information is given remarkably concisely, and in conjunction with 
the clearly printed maps should be extremely useful to the tourist, particularly the 
motorist. Sources of further information are also listed. (914:2) (914:1) 


THE MOODS OF LONDON. R. J. Cruikshank. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 156 pages. 7 illustrations (5 in colour) by Robin Ironside. Index. 
Mr. Cruikshank’s seven essays cover very agreeably many aspects of London and its 
inhabitants. If he reveals little that is entirely novel to the enthusiastic Londoner, he 
reinforces many conclusions with modern and personal instances, and indicates 
percipiently the transitions which contemporary London, as always, is undergoing. 
To the visitor, these pages will provide an excellent introduction to that variety of 
scene and life which, at first sight, is likely to escape him. Elegant in style and apt in 
allusion, this is in the strictest sense an urbane book. (914°21) 


CAUCASIAN JOURNEY. Negley Farson. Evans Bros., 12s.6d. 22°2 cm. 
154 pages. 17 illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. (Windows on the World) 
This is a very readable account of a journey in the spring of 1929 to the northern 
flanks of the central Caucasus. The author was accompanied by Alexander Wicksteed, 
an English resident in Moscow and a writer on Soviet affairs, and much of the interest 
and entertainment of the book is due to Farson’s acute and affectionate portrait of this 
somewhat eccentric companion. The journey was made at a time when movement 
was comparatively unrestricted, and the pastoral life of the Caucasian valleys had not 
been obliterated by the new order. This ‘last look at a lost world’, recorded so viva- 
ciously and humorously, should make a wide appeal. (914°79) 


THE ORPHANED REALM. Journeys in Cyprus. Patrick Balfour. Percival 


Marshall, 18s. 22-2 cm. 221 pages. 17 photographs. Line drawings. Endpaper maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 


Under four headings—Greek Landscape, Byzantine Landscape, Gothic Landscape, 
and Modern Landscape—Patrick Balfour (Lord Kinross) has described Cyprus today 
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in the setting of the four main influences which survive in the monuments of the past 
and in the customs, beliefs, and outlook of the people. The book makes pleasant 
reading and the photographs of people and scenery are attractive. (915-64) 


Biography 
FLORENCE ALLSHORN AND THE STORY OF ST. JULIAN’S. 
J. H. Oldham. S.C.M. Press, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 168 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

Dr. Oldham, a former secretary of the International Missionary Council, has written 
a biography of one of the most remarkable missionaries in the history of the Church, 
who combined an unswerving loyalty to the Christian Faith with an unusual capacity 
for friendship with people of diverse beliefs. Florence Allshorn, who died in 1950, is 
known to many as the founder of St. Julian’s, a training centre for missionaries based 
upon the sense of need for learning the meaning of community. The story of this 
venture is told by herself in the second part of this biography. Dr. Oldham has made 
excellent use of his material and there is not a dull page. (92) 


AFTER ALL. The Autobiography of Norman Angell. Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 
22-2 cm. 383 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 
In an entertainingly mixed bag of reminiscences the author of The Great Illusion (1908), 
one of the world’s most misinterpreted discussions of the problem of war, recalls his 
experiences: a conventional Victorian boyhood, schooldays in France, pioneering 
adventures in the American West, journalistic apprenticeship in the States, and ten 
years’ service under Lord Northcliffe as general manager of the Paris Daily Mail. His 
deep convictions involved him in some strange episodes in both Britain and America 
during the First World War, and here Sir Norman, who was Nobel Peace Prize 
winner for 1933, tells of his contacts with President Wilson and his circle, of his asso- 
ciation with the British Labour Party and election to Parliament, of developing doubts 
of the Leftist approach, and his work for the League of Nations and the policy of 
collective defence. (92) 


THE LIFE AND LETTERS OF DAVID, EARL BEATTY. W.S. 
Chalmers. Hodder & Stoughton, 25s. 22-8 cm. 516 pages. 23 illustrations. 13 sketches 
and diagrams. Index. 

This is not a complete biography of Admiral of the Fleet Earl Beatty, but is the story 

of his life based on letters, journals and papers preserved by the present Earl. A brief 

description of his family and early days is followed by accounts of his service on the 

Nile in 1898, when he commanded a gun-boat and gained the D.S.O., and of his 

attachment to the Army in 1900 during the Peking troubles. Beatty was the Fleet’s 

youngest Admiral in one hundred years. Due prominence is given to his outstanding 
service in the First World War, which he ended as Commander-in-Chief, Grand 

Fleet, and to his effective rule as First Sea Lord after the war. In addition to his pro- 

fessional career, the papers cover much of his domestic life, and the whole work is a 

tribute to Beatty’s charm, efficiency, courage, and to his complete devotion to the 

Royal Navy. (92) 


BEETHOVEN: LETTERS, JOURNALS AND CONVERSATIONS. 
Edited, translated and introduced by Michael Hamburger. Thames & Hudson, 215. 
22-2 cm. 288 pages. 8 illustrations. Musical examples. Index. 


Mr. Hamburger’s intention is to present Beethoven as he really was, working on the 
basis that letters reveal more about their author than any other medium. This is 
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especially so with Beethoven who writes with complete spontaneity and downright 
candour. Mr. Hamburger, in selecting and translating from the mass of authentic 
documents which exist, has succeeded brilliantly in giving us a complete picture of 
Becthoven’s many-sided nature; we see him as a man, rather than as a composer. This 
book is of absorbing interest and a very valuable addition to the existing biblio- 
graphy. It is all the more unfortunate, therefore, that the general excellence of the 
translation is spoilt by inaccuracies in the chronological table, in some of the footnotes, 
and also in the somewhat inadequate index. Almost without exception Beethoven’s 
works in the key of ‘B flat’ are here referred to as being written in ‘B’. (92) 


BERLIOZ AND THE ROMANTIC CENTURY. Jacques Barzun. 2 vols. 
Gollancz, 63s. 22-2 cm. $89: $19 pages. Portrait frontispicce and 8 illustrations. 
Chronology. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The author sets out in his massive biography to settle for all time the controversy that 

has been raging for a century as to whether or not Berlioz was in fact a great composer. 

He succeeds in his task, and furthermore indicates that this great French musician, 

inspired though he was by Romanticism, was in reality a great classic. The two volumes 

make fine reading both for his musical advocates, and for those interested in the 
tempestuous carcer of this strange genius, whose life and work were so inextricably 
intertwined. Professor Barzun’s special period being the nineteenth century, this work, 
which took him twenty years to complete, will have a permanent value as a history 
of the life and art of that period. (92) 


WINSTON CHURCHILL. J. G. Lockhart. Duckworth, 6s. 19 cm. 158 pages. 
Frontispicce. 


Mr. Lockhart, Secretary of the United Kingdom branch of the Parliamentary Associa- 
tion, has already several successful biographies to his credit. This short account of 
Winston Churchill's life is a brilliant feat of compression, achieved without sacrificing 
lightness of touch. The book will be particularly valuable to those who have not read 
Mr. Churchill's histories of the two World Wars, on which, as on his more obviously 
autobiographical works, Mr. Lockhart has drawn freely. A grotesque caricature by 
Osbert Lancaster hardly scems a suitable frontispicce to a serious study. (92) 


MY TURN TO MAKE THE TEA. Monica Dickens. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 
20°5 cm. 224 pages. 
Miss Dickens has two very popular volumes of light autobiography to her credit— 
One Pair of Hands and One Pair of Feet. Here she relates her adventures as a budding 
reporter on a provincial newspaper, and gives a racy description of the inmates of the 
sordid boarding-house in which she was living. Whatever her shortcomings—which 
were considerable—on the ‘Downingham Post’, she has, palpably, developed into a first- 
rate journalist with a keen eye for character, and her reminiscences are highly enter- 
taining. (92) 


THE FAR SIDE OF PARADISE. Arthur Mizener. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 18s. 
22°2 cm. 382 pages. 9 illustrations. Notes and references. Index. 

So many legends have grown up about the American novelist Scott Fitzgerald, the 

imaginative historian of the jazz age, that the first authoritative biography of this 

unhappy writer is very welcome. The author has had access to al] Fitzgerald's papers 

and letters. In describing the hectic existence of Fitzgerald and his beautiful wife Zelda, 

spent in the night-clubs and on the pleasure beaches of Europe and America, he 
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reveals the perpetual conflict between the playboy‘and the spoiled priest. Mr. Mizener 
ably demonstrates that while Fitzgerald always wrote about his own emotional 
experiences, he judged and transcended them in his best work. (92) 


MARION FOX, QUAKER. A Selection of Her Letters. Edited by Hubert Fox. 
Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. 20-3 cm. 192 pages. § illustrations. 
Marion Charlotte Fox, who died in 1949, was a distinguished member of the Society 
of Friends and this attractive volume contains a selection of her letters which reveal a 
charming personality and a deeply religious spirit aflame with a passion for the physical 
and spiritual well-being of humanity. After the First World War she was engaged in 
rehabilitation work in Germany. Most of her letters which formed part of her journal 
are connected with this venture and give a moving account of the situation in Central 
Europe between the two wars. The book abounds in stimulating reflections on religion 
and life. The editor supplies just enough information to enable us to place the letters in 
their right context. (92) 


ELIZABETH FRY. Janet Whitney. Reprint. Harrap, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 311 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
A welcome reprint of an admirable biography first published in 1937. The name of 
Elizabeth Fry will always be associated primarily with prison reform and Mrs. 
Whimey most lucidly describes the steps in practical philanthropy by which this 
remarkable Quaker transformed public thinking on this subject in the first half of the 
niieteenth century. But the great charm of the book lics in its evocation of a pros- 
perous Quaker family in the carly eighteen hundreds: the Gurney household at 
Earlham made famous by Augustus Hare. The character of Elizabeth, her evolution 
from a gay, sceptical, Voltairean girl into the religious and humanitarian wife of 
Joseph Fry is a fascinating study in psychology. (92) 


IF IT DIE. André Gide. Translated from the French by Dorothy Bussy. Secker & 
Warburg, 15s. 19 cm. 334 pages. (Standard Edition) 
Si le grain ne meurt has long been Gide’s best loved and best known work. The present 
translation gives us the complete text of the 1920 limited edition, with two omissions 
to which Gide himself consented. It is the story of his life till the eve of his marriage 
and contains many beautifully recorded impressions of childhood and youth. Later it 
tells of Mallarmé’s salon, and of meetings with Oscar Wilde and Lord Alfred Douglas. 
Mrs. Bussy’s competent rendering runs smoothly, and if it does not always read like 
Gide it does not often read like a translation. (92) 


HENRY IRVING, THE ACTOR AND HIS WORLD. Laurence 
Irving. Faber, 50s. 23-3 cm. 734 pages. Coloured frontispicce. 70 illustrations. 16 line 
drawings. Biblicgraphy. Index. 

This monumental work, written by a grandson, relates the story of how Irving 

(1838-1905), in spite of physical shortcomings, with no stage traditions behind him, 

no influcntial patronzg to aid him, transformed himself from an insignificant clerk 

into the greatest actor of his time. Laurence Irving has largely based this work on 
nearly a thousand letters written to Irving during his lifetime, but only recently dis- 
covered, and as yet unpublished. Impartial and completely documented, the bio- 
graphy must become the authoritative life of Irving. The book will also have lasting 
importance and interest for its account of the touring actor’s life in the mid-nineteenth 
century, its description of the theatres in the metropolis, the audiences, the social 
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conditions, the famous writers, the artists, and, lastly, of the great change that was 
working in the theatre with the advent of Ibsen and Shaw. (92) 


MRS. JORDAN AND HER FAMILY. Edited with an introduction by 
A. Aspinall. Barker, 30s. 25-4 cm. 324 pages. 16 illustrations. Index. 
This is a volume of hitherto unpublished correspondence mainly between William, 
Duke of Clarence, later William IV, and Mrs. Jordan, a famous actress, with whom 
he lived for twenty years. When the Duke became Ranger of Bushey Park in 1797 
Mrs. Jordan, in the intervals of her theatrical engagements, became the acknowledged 
mistress of his household. They appear in the letters as a happy, devoted couple, 
conscientiously concerned in bringing up and settling in life their family of ten 
children. The letters satisfactorily clear up some misunderstandings about this extra- 
ordinary couple and throw light on the contemporary stage and events and persons of 
the time. Both historian and general reader will find the book of great interest. (92) 


ROGER KEYES. Being the Biography of Admiral of the Fleet Lord Keyes of 
Zeebrugge and Dover. Cecil Aspinall-Oglander. Hogarth Press, 25s. 22-5 cm. 
11 illustrations. 5 maps and plans. Index. 

Keyes was a sailor with ‘the Nelson touch’ and his biography reads like an adventure 

story. Hunting slave-traders, service in Queen Victoria’s personal yacht, attachment 

to the Army in relieving the Peking Legations during the Chinese Boxer troubles, 
form a prelude to his exploits in the First World War. Keyes played important parts 
in the Battle of the Bight and the landings at Gallipoli, and led the ever-memorable 
attack on the Mole at Zeebrugge. After serving in Parliament between the wars, he 
acted as liaison officer with the King of the Belgians, whose protagonist he was, in the 
early days of the 1939-45 war; soon after this he raised and trained the Commandos as 
Director of Combined Operations. (92) 


THE LIFE OF GEORGE LANSBURY. Raymond Postgate. Longmans, 215. 
22-2 cm. 346 pages. 7 plates. Index. 
Mr. Postgate is George Lansbury’s son-in-law, and was for some years a close col- 
laborator with him. He is therefore able to give an intimate account of this ‘un- 
crowned king’ of the East End of London, who, besides being a member of Parlia- 
ment for nearly twenty-five years and one of the creators of the modern Labour 
movement, was regarded as a personal friend of great numbers of the poor in Poplar. 
During his long life (1859-1940) Lansbury had varied experiences, as an immigrant 
to Australia, a coal-heaver, a timber-merchant, a newspaper editor, as well as those 
deriving from his political career; they all add to the interest of his biography. (92) 


KING OF THE LINKS. The Story of Bobby Locke. Ronald Norval. Maskew 

Miller (Cape Town, South Africa), 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 118 pages. 24 illustrations. Index. 
A biography, written by the golfing correspondent of the Cape Times, of one of the 
greatest golf tournament players of the present time, whose success story is without 


parallel in the history of South African sport. (92) 


PENINSULAR CAVALRY GENERAL (1811-13). The Correspondence of 
Lieutenant-General Robert Ballard Long. Edited with a Memoir by T. H. McGuffie. 
Harrap, 15s. 22-2 cm. 304 pages. Frontispiece. 2 diagrams. 2 endpaper maps. Index. 

In a biographical passage, the editor describes General Long’s background, home-life 

and military career,thus making clear many references in the letters. Other explanatory

notes precede various chapters. The letters themselves were addressed to friends 
and relatives during Long’s service in Portugal and Spain. Although dealing mainly 
with military affairs, they describe the countryside and inhabitants and include the 
writer's comments on religious and political topics of the day. The work is based on 
documents in the archives of the Royal United Service Institution in London. (92) 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF ROBERT A. MILLIKAN. Macdonald, 
21s. 22-2 cm. 334 pages. 3 illustrations. Index. 
Robert Millikan, the ‘doyen of American physicists’, was awarded the Nobel Prize 
in 1923. He has lived through, and played a distinguished part in, the greatest period 
of upheaval and development ever known in science. As scientist, humanist, teacher 
and man of affairs Millikan has left his mark on the fundamentals of physics, on 
university teaching, on experimental techniques, and on the co-ordination of science 
and industry. His autobiography is the record of a philosopher remarkable for his 
great human sensitivity, perspicuity and simplicity, and for his conviction that man’s 
progress depends on the spirit of science allied to the spirit of religion. (92) 


A MAN OF THE WORD. Life of G. Campbell Morgan. Jill Morgan. Pickering 
& Inglis, 18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 404 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Campbell Morgan, who died in 1945, was a preacher of world-wide fame for 
over fifty years. As a biblical expositor, who seemed to be completely unaffected by 
trends of modern criticism, he had few rivals and on both sides of the Atlantic mem- 
bers of al] denominations crowded to his Bible lectures. In this volume an attempt is 
made not only to recount the story of his varied activities but to present the man him- 
self as he was known in his family and among his friends. (92) 


RECOLLECTIONS OF THREE REIGNS. Sir Frederick Ponsonby. Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, 25s. 22°8 cm. 381 pages. Index. 
Sir Frederick Ponsonby died in 1935 and his personal notes have been prepared for 
publication by Colin Welch. Ponsonby, the son of Queen Victoria’s Private Secretary, 
spent more than forty years in service at the Court, beginning as Junior Equerry in 
1894. The recollections are comprehensive for the latter years of Queen Victoria’s 
reign and for the whole reign of King Edward, and they cover the years of King 
George V up to 1922. The record of social and ceremonial life, of manners and morals, 
is complete and satisfying, and the book is a valuable addition <o the historical docu- 
ments of the nineteenth and twentieth centuries. Sir Frederick sums up Queen 
Victoria and King Edward as he saw them and analyses their characters fairly and 
sympathetically, but it is evident that for the King he had a special veneration. There 


is no doubt that his appraisal of King George would have been even higher had he 
lived to record it. (92) 


SIR WALTER RALEIGH. Hugh Ross Williamson. Faber, 10s.6d. 20-9 cm. 
216 pages. 4 plates. 4 illustrations in text. Index. 
Sir Walter Raleigh (1552-1618) played a more important part in the Elizabethan age 
than the general histories of England will enable the student and the ordinary reader 
to realize. This book forms an excellent introduction to a more detailed study of 
Raleigh’s character and achievements. As an explorer, a planner of exploration, a 
soldier, naval commander, courtier and writer he is seen embodying, as did no other 
man of his time, the versatility, energy and a certain ruthlessness which marked the 
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age of Elizabeth. For such readers, too, the last part of the book, dealing with the 
last fifteen years of Raleigh’s life, under James I, will be particularly welcome, 
because the significance of this period is seldom brought out. (92) 


MY LIFE, MY STAGE. Ernest Stern. Translated from the German manuscript 
by Edward Fitzgerald. Gollancz, 21s. 22-2 cm. 302 pages. 75 drawings by the author. 
Index. 

These jottings, as the author calls them, often unrelated and lacking chronological 

order and system, present nevertheless an engaging and colourful picture of the life of 

this Rumanian-born artist whose fortunes, aided by his skill and energy, took him 
from a Vienna cabaret to the theatres and opera houses of most of the principal cities 
in Europe. He made his reputation as a costume and scene designer under Reinhardt, 
in Berlin, where his colour theories had full scope, and later his designs for Cochran 
and Stoll in England brought him additional fame. (92) 


TERESA OF AVILA. Kate O’Brien. Parrish, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 96 pages. 9 illustra- 


tions. (Personal Portraits) 


In this attractively produced volume, Kate O’Brien, the well-known novelist, paints 
a striking picture of the Carmelite saint who, in the sixteenth century, by her wisdom, 
courage and self-renunciation restored the discipline and authority of her order. A 
sensitive account is given of St. Teresa’s childhood, vccation and permanent achieve- 
ments. The book is marked by sincerity of feeling, and the numerous quotations from 
the writings of the Saint are admirably chosen. (92) 


AMBUSH OF YOUNG DAYS. Alison Uttley. New illustrated edition. Faber, 
12s.6d. 20-9 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations by C. F. Tunnicliffe. 
The author recalls with extraordinary sensitivity the scene, sensations and experiences 
of a happy childhood on a farm that her family had inhabited for generations. In clear 
and eloquent prose she describes the farm, beautifully set in a circle of hills, the 
country school, her playthings, the ritual of Sunday, traditional games, the excitements 
of spring-cleaning and other homely delights. There is an intensity of pleasure in her 
recreation of past joys that communicates itself at once to the receptive reader. Mr. 
Tunnicliffe’s excellent drawings are in complete accord with the spirit of the text. The 
book was first published in 1937. (92) 


THE JOURNAL OF EDWARD WARD. Pegasus I'ress (Christchurch, New 
Zealand), 25s. 25 cm. 212 pages. Plates. Map. Index. 
Edward Ward, a young lawyer, in 1850 took passage in the Charlotte Jane to the new 
Canterbury settlement, and shared the excitement and preoccupation of the first 
months of arrival, including a visit to the northern part of the province. The journal, 
a clear and forthright account of the time (and in its published form an outstanding 
example of book production), covers the voyage and Ward’s six months in New 
Zealand until his death by drowning in Lyttleton Harbour. (92) 


ARABIAN ADVENTURER. The Story of Haji Williamson. Stanton Hope. 
Hale, 16s. 22-2 cm. 335 pages. 23 illustrations. Index. 

Born in Bristol in 1872, Williamson ran away to sea at thirteen and had a varied career 

as cowboy, gold digger, Arctic whaler and South Seas trader before joining the Aden 

Constabulary at twenty. In Aden he became a Moslem and thereafter made his home 
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among Arabs in Arabia and around the Persian Gulf. Here we have an adventure story 
written around a life unusual rather than important, the life of an expattiate English- 
man who was in turn, among other things, pearler, camel-dealer and oil-mdn ard 
° . ° . . . ‘ 
who became an Arab by adoption, spending the evening of his.days with his Arab 
family among the date groves of Basra. (92)

Lists of the 
Hellenistic dynasties. Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s History ofthe Greek and 
Roman World) 

Dr. Cary is the general editor of this serics and was formerly Professor of Ancient 

History in the University of London. This volume gives the political history of the 

Hellenistic states; a description of their politics, military strategy and economics; and 

a summary of later Greek achievement in the fields of art, literature, science, philo- 

sophy and religion. Appendices on sources and controversial points are added. (938) 


World War II 
HITLER’S STRATEGY. F.H. Hinsley. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 22°8 cm. 
266 pages. Frontispiece. 2 maps. Index. 

In this valuable contribution to the history of the Second World War the author con- 
centrates on the formulation of Hitler’s central or inter-theatre plans for the strategy 
of the war as a whole, and not on the execution of those plans. As far as possible, the 
evidence is confined to contemporary documents, and the captured naval archives 
together with the records presented at the Nuremberg Trials naturally play a major 
part. The book shows again and more clearly how Hitler clung to his decisions against 
expert advice and refused to profit by his own mistakes. (940°$4) 


PHANTOM WAS THERE. R.J. T. Hills. Edward Arnold, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
344 pages. 9 maps. Index. 
*Phantom’ was the name given to one of the earliest special forces of the British Army 
during the Second World War. It began as a semi-official mission to the French and 
Belgian Armies in 1939 and developed into an organization covering the whole allied 
armies. Working through patrols of picked officers and men, whose task was to pro- 
vide up-to-date and authentic tactical information of the progress of operations, the 
force saw service in France, Belgium, Greece, the Middle East, North Africa, Italy, 
Normandy and Germany. This book tells the story of the origin, training and develop- 
ment of Phantom and the part it played during the war. (940-541) 


THE DAM BUSTERS. Paul Brickhill. Evans Bros., 15s. 22-2 cm. 269 pages. 
22 photographs. Index. 
Early in 1943, 617 Squadron of the Royal Air Force was specially formed to smash 
the two great German dams on the Moehne and Eder lakes, a project made possible 
by the realization of a British scientist’s dream to produce a ten-ton bomb. The squadron 
was trained and led by Cheshire and Gibson, two of the world’s greatest bomber 
pilots. The story of the preparation and of the bombing of the dams, the destruction by 
the squadron of Hitler’s last secret weapon, V-3, the sinking of the Tirpitz and other 
thrilling raids, is told in intimate detail and flowing narrative by the author of another 
outstanding war book, The Great Escape. (940°544) 
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Scotland 


THE SCOTS. Moray McLaren. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 256 pages. Paper 
bound. (Pelican Books) 


Mr. McLaren’s new study of the great nation of the Scots is informed by a wise and 
balanced patriotism, wit, scholarship, tolerance and discrimination. Nowhere is his 
competence for his task seen to better advantage than in the chapter on “The Two 
Cities’. Without partisan prejudice, but with no reserve or dishonesty, he achieves an 
appraisal of Edinburgh and Glasgow which cannot but be acceptable to citizens of 
both cities. With equal skill he treats of the industrial problems, political aspirations, 
agrarian discontent and religious complexities of contemporary Scotland. Those Scots 
who advocate a greater degree of sovereignty for Scotland could hardly hope to have 
the Scottish case more persuasively presented. But The Scots is not a political manifesto 
and the ordinary reader will find it full of unexpected delights. (941) 


Eire 
THE SHELBOURNE. Elizabeth Bowen. Harrap, 15s. 20°3 cm. 200 pages. 
15 illustrations. 14 line drawings in text. Index. 


For the past twelve decades every traveller of note visiting Ireland has been sheltered 
by the hospitable walls of the Shelbourne Hotel. Thus Miss Bowen, in relating its 
history since it was established in 1824, has been able to draw upon the reminiscences 
of such celebrities as Thackeray and George Moore. In its gracious amplitude and with 
its atmosphere of polite and elegant gaicty the Shelbourne is a reminder of a happier 
age. Miss Bowen, herself an Irishwoman, has identified its history with that of Dublin 
as a fashionable city. To the story of the Shelbourne’s part in the social life of the last 
125 years, and in the bitter civil strife of the Irish Troubles, she has brought all the 
resources of her subtle and fastidious prose. (941°s) 


Britain 
NEWS FROM CORNWALL. With a Memoir of William Jenkin. A. R. 
Hamilton Jenkin. Westaway Books, 15s. 22-2 cm. 214 pages. 7 illustrations. 

William Jenkin was a Quaker tin master, merchant and large estate agent from 1790 
to 1820, the period of calamitous fluctuations in Cornish tin and trade associated with 
the French wars and industrial revolution in England. His work and his exceptional 
quality brought him into close touch with high and low and these excerpts, more 
than five hundred, from his private and business letters open a doorway through which 
we can step into the fascinating Cornwall of those days. His humour, wisdom and 
sympathy match his vivid comment and humanitarianism. This is a valuable record 
of Cornish life. (942) 


IRISH NATIONALISM AND BRITISH DEMOCRACY. E. Strauss. 
Methven, 21s. 22-2 cm. 319 pages. Notes. Index. 
After the Union of 1801 Irish problems became an integral part of British politics, 
with tremendous effect on the political structure of Great Britain (‘Ireland’s influence 
on Great Britain . . . was, in fact, the most powerful influence ever exerted by a colony 
on an imperial power since the cultural penetration of the Roman Empire by Greece’ 
p- 70); the final struggle for national self-determination had a similarly impelling effect 
on the development of Dominion status within the evolving Commonwealth. Mr. 
Strauss’s essay is a skilful and scholarly tour de force, judicial in tone, but not lacking in 
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emotional quality. His use of the word ‘democracy’ or ‘democratization’ suggests a 
preconceived and fairly rigid pattern of social thinking; none the less, this book is a 
just and original assessment of the history of England’s one great colonial failure.

ENGLISH SOCIETY IN THE EARLY MIDDLE AGES (1066-1307). 
Doris Mary Stenton. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 288 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Paper bound. (Pelican History of England Vol. 3) 
Lady Stenton, who is a Senior Lecturer in the University of Reading, has written this 
book from contemporary sources, from which she quotes extensively. She describes 
the government of England in the two and a half centuries after the Norman Con- 
quest and shows how the people lived, in town and country. In addition she describes 
the organization of the cathedral, diocese and parish, and the new religious orders of 
the period. Although a scholarly work, it should prove of general interest. (942-02) 


THE CAUTIOUS REVOLUTION. Emest Watkins. Secker & Warburg, 18s. 
222 cm. 247 pages. Index. 
The Labour Government’s nationalization plans and their results, the relations be- 
tween Great Britain and other countries during the six years of Labour rule, 1945-51, 
and the changes in the major political parties during the same period, are the main 
topics of this book. It is an unbiased account of the achievements and mistakes of the 
Labour Government, published originally in America in 1950 and now revised and 
brought up to date. The author is an assistant editor of The Economist, editor of London 
Newsletter, and author of Credit Buying, According to Plan and other works. (942-085)

LOUIS NAPOLEON AND THE RECOVERY OF FRANCE. F.A 
Simpson. 3rd edition. Longmans, 30s. 22-2 cm. 416 pages. 13 plates. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This third edition of a work first published in 1923 has additional corroborative detail 

and an appendix dealing with the only three points on which the author had been 

challenged. The book was awarded the Silver Medal of the Royal Society of Litera- 
ture. It covers the period 1848-56 and is not only an account of the government of 

Louis Napoleon from his election to the Presidency of the Second Republic to the 

Congress of Paris, but is in effect a history of the Second Republic. It is fully docu- 

mented. The author is a leading authority on this period. (944°07) 


Korea 


CRY KOREA. Reginald Thompson. Macdonald, 16s. 22-2 cm. 303 pages. 27 illus- 
trations. Index. 


This first-hand account of the war in Korea tells not only the story of the 27th 
Commonwealth Brigade but gives a vivid description of the horrors endured by 
people over whose country war is fought. As the tide of battle, with its ever-increasing 
weight of artillery, napalm bombs, phosphorus and rockets, ebbed and flowed over 
Korea, the civitian tragedy grew to staggering proportions. The author, an ex- 
perienced war correspondent, lived with the front-line troops of the Commonwealth, 
the United States and Turkey, and also saw much of the different formation 
headquarters. His stirring and intimate story is effectively illustrated with original 
photographs. (951°9)

India Pakistan 

SEARCH AFTER SUNRISE. Vera Brittain. Macmillan, 15s. 22-2 cm. 271 pages. 
This thoughtful and serious attempt to find, in the new birth of India and Pakistan, 
food for new hope and new wisdom for the world is the fruit of a journey to India as 
delegate to an international conference held in 1949—it had been planned by Gandhi 
two years before, but now it became the Gandhi Memorial Conference, held at 
Santiniketan (the home of Tagore) and Sevagram, a community founded by Gandhi. 
The purpose of the conference was to discuss post-war problems in the light of the 
Master’s teachings on non-violence. A writer of distinction, of the feminist Middle 
Left, profoundly attracted by the Indian mind, the author attempts to interpret some 
of the aspects of the new power rising in the East. Passing from India to a brief visit 
to Pakistan, she is too honest to ignore that in the conflict between divided India 
reality is far removed from the pacific discussions in Gandhi's ashram. (954°09) 


MISSION WITH MOUNTBATTEN. Alan Campbell-Johnson. Hale, 25s. 
23-5 cm. 383 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 27 photographs. 2 maps. Index. 
The author, after two wartime posts on Lord Mountbatten’s staff, went with him as 
Press Attaché on his appointment as Viceroy of India in 1947, and remained with him 
during the period of the transfer of power and his term of office as the first Governor- 
General of India. This narrative describes the events and personalities of this historic 
period in the form of a diary, and an address “India in Transition’, originally given at 
Chatham House, London, in 1948, is printed as an appendix to give a brief overall 
survey. The author’s position brought him into touch with the day-to-day progress 
of negotiations; he was in New Delhi at the time of Gandhi’s assassination and funeral, 
and was sent on a special mission to the Nizam of Hyderabad. The vivid and detailed 
narrative is enhanced by the interesting photographs. (954°09) 


Morocco 
BLACK SUNRISE. The Life and Times of Mulai Ismail, Emperor of Morocco, 
1646-1727. Wilfrid Blunt. Methuen, 18s, 22-2 cm. 294 pages. 16 illustrations. 3 maps. 
Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 
This is not so much a biography as a series of vignettes depicting Moroccan events, 
scenes, and personalities during the lifetime of this famous and infamous sultan, which 
derives unity only from the character and conduct of Mulai Ismail. The sadistic 
cruelties of Morocco’s most blood-stained ruler add horror to the account of his 
brilliant but terrible reign. The work is compiled from eye-witness accounts by con- 
temporary European ambassadors, Redemption Fathers, escaped Christian slaves, 
Moorish travellers and historians. One of the maps is most inadequate, and there are 
occasional minor inaccuracies, but, these apart, the book can be well recommended.

SION 1950. Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 3s. 24°5 cm. 68 pages.

The East Africa High Commission had had, at the date of the Report, only three 
years of life, and during that time had securely established itself in administering those 
joint Services which are in its charge, namely, Income Tax, Customs and Excise, Posts 
and Telegraphs, Railways and Harbours, Civil Aviation, and many branches of social 
service and scientific research, including an overall statistical department. (967°6)

FURTHER ENGLISH VOYAGES TO SPANISH AMERICA 1583- 
1594. Documents from the Archives of the Indies at Seville illustrating English 
Voyages to the Caribbean, the Spanish Main, Florida, and Virginia. Translated and 
edited by Irene A. Wright. Hakluyt Society: distributors Bernard Quaritch, 42s. 
22-5 cm. 407 pages. 8 plates. Bibliography. Index. (Hakluyt Society Second Series 
No. 99) 
This volume completes the series of documents on the Elizabethan voyages in the 
Caribbean area extracted from Spanish archives by an American scholar of inter- 
national repute (the two earlier volumes, documents from the years 1527-80, were 
published by the Hakluyt Society in 1928 and 1932). The hundred documents here 
reprinted include with eye-witness accounts of the sack of Carthagena, the attack on 
Santo Domingo and Saint Augustine, and many despatches from Havana. The series 
is of prime importance to the study of Anglo-Spanish relations and the naval history 
of the period. (972-9) 


United States of America 
LETTERS FROM AMERICA. Alistair Cooke. Hart-Davis, 12s.6d. 20-9 cm. 
263 pages. 

Alistair Cooke is one of the best of those broadcasters who tell one nation about 
another. He knows and conveys what really makes a national ‘way of life’. If he does 
not read quite so well as he sounds, that is because the techniques are different. But this 
selection of thirty-two of more than two hundred talks he has given for the B.B.C. 
conveys very pleasantly a great deal about American life; it also reveals something 
about the tastes of the British listener, for Mr. Cooke is a very popular as well as an 
exceptionally talented broadcaster. (973) 


Peru 
LOST CITY OF THE INCAS. The Story of Machu Picchu and its Builders. 
Hiram Bingham. Phoenix House, 21s. 22-2 cm. 224 pages. $9 illustrations. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 
Machu Picchu, perched 2,000 feet above the Grand Cajion of the Urubamba river 
some fifty miles from the great Inca capital of Cuzco in Peru, is an amazing blend of 
scenic and archacological wonders. Safe from the invader, for 300 years this amazing 
citadel of the last Incas remained unknown to man until 1911 when it was discovered 
by Hiram Bingham, an American professor of history. Now, forty years later, when 
his original accounts of his discoveries have long been out of print, Mr. Bingham has 
presented them in a form designed for the general reader and prefaced them with three 
useful chapters on the origin, civilization and end of the Incas. Excellent photographs 
embellish this fascinating book. (985-3)

General 


THE SECOND FACE. Marcel Aymé. Translated from the French by Norman 
Denny. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

This latest translation from the works of M. Marcel Aymé, the well-known French 

novelist of manners and morals, is a fantasy spiced, perhaps not quite enough, with 

satire. It is the story of a plain, unimaginative business man who suddenly finds him- 

self endowed with a new face. Transformed into a highly prepossessing young man, 
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he discovers to his chagrin that his middle-aged preoccupations remain. This incom- 
plete miracle gives M. Aymé opportunity for his usual whimsical variations on the 
theme of I"homme moyen sensuel. 


NOVELETTE with Other Stories. A. L. Barker. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 
240 pages. 

Miss Barker, a young writer who won the Somerset Maugham Award in 1947 for 
her volume of short stories Innocents, displays in her new collection a wider range of 
interests but is still at her best when exploring the minds of the young. In the long title 
story she develops with penetration, but with a certain awkwardness of technique, the 
relations between a young soldier wounded in the war and the middle-aged married 
woman who becomes his lover. Of the other stories, some of which have a rather 
mechanical twist, by far the best is Romney, a study, in Miss Barker’s most characteristic 
vein, of a child, consumed by hatred, who imagines himself a murderer. 


CANON JAMES and Other Stories. Noel Blakiston. Chapman & Hall, 10s.6d. 
19 cm. 224 pages. 

In these dozen stories of varying length and weight Noel Blakiston moves easily in the 

world of the intelligentsia and lightly, yet acutely, touches off the personalities or 

dilemmas of don, cleric, higher civil servant or squire, well-to-do parent or school 

child, in civilized prose and often with an air of amused irony. The Anglican back- 

ground of the title story and one or two others is faultlessly conveyed. 


RAIN ON THE PAVEMENTS. Roland Camberton. Lehmann, t1os.6d. 
20°3 cm. 239 pages. 

Mr. Camberton has followed up his first novel, Scamp, with a series of sketches, 
equally vivid in detail, about boyhood and adolescence in the Hackney district of 
London. His hero is a Jewish boy, and it is this boy’s gradual discovery of the world 
outside the self-contained society of Jewish family life that provides the theme holding 
the miscellaneous episodes together. This world is symbolized by Soho—its bohemian’ 
cafés, its pubs, its unconventional parties, its cellar clubs—and Mr. Camberton de- 
scribes them with fidelity, charm, humour, and a touch of satire. 


HANDS TO DANCE. Charles Causley. Carroll & Nicholson, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
222 pages. 

Nearly all of the twenty stories in this book are about the war, but they are not what 
is usually meant by war stories. Mr. Causley—a new writer—is less interested in 
battles than in the men who fight them, and his tales of naval officers and ratings on 
and off duty are rich in colourful and diverse characters. The settings are as varied as 
the characters, including Gibraltar, West Africa, the islands of the Mediterranean, 
Alexandria, and Australia—as well as Cornwall. Mr. Causley is too fond of caricature 
and the surprise ending, but his writing has gusto and humour. 


CHILDREN OF THE ARCHBISHOP. Norman Collins. Collins, 15s. 
21°5 cm. $12 pages. 

The ‘children’ are the inmates of a London orphanage, with two of whom—Sweetic 

and Ginger—the author is chiefly concerned. Interwoven with the account of their 

progress from childhood to marriageable age are the stories of various adults connected 

with the orphanage: the new warden, harsh but well-meaning, in whom the author 

discovers surprising possibilities for fun; Dame Eleanor, Chairman of the Governors, 
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who overworks to keep memory at bay; Mr. Prevarius, the organist with a craving 
for the fleshpots; Dame Eleanor’s companion, the gentle Margaret, who shows such 
unusual interest in Sweetie. The author obviously likes the human race; even the 
odious organist is drawn without acerbity, although he gets his just deserts. This is a 
zestful, warm-hearted novel that is certain to be enjoyed by a great many people. 


RENNY’S DAUGHTER. Mazo de la Roche. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 19°8 cm. 
371 pages. 
This twelfth volume of Mazo de la Roche’s famous extended novel of Canadian life is 
devoted to the youngest generation. The plot describes the journey of Adeline 
Whiteoak to her cousin’s home in Ireland and the beginning of her adolescent 
romance, while always dominating the action from the background remain the claims 
of the ancestral home at Jalna. Admirers of the series will find this novel, with its 
conflict between the older and younger generations and the struggle between the 


values of the outside world and those of Jalna, a worthy sequel in the chronicles of the 
Whiteoak family. 


THE WELL AT THE WORLD’S END. Neil M. Gunn. Faber, 12s.6d. 
19 cm. 295 pages. 

The author uses his unique knowledge of the Scottish highlands and coastline, and 
also, to some degree, of Scotch whisky, in this story of the search of a romantic- 
minded professor of ancient history for the well at the world’s end. His quest takes 
him to a smugglers’ cave, a country dance, a fishing village rocked by storm, and a 
fashionable hotel; the people that he meets are from a wide range of society, and in 
many cases from beyond its pale. But earthy as they seem on the first encounter, each, 
in the end, betrays some awareness of vision through the palpable curtain of sensible 
experience. This book of comedy, adventure and near tragedy is compounded with 
genuine sympathy and understanding. 


SYLVESTER. Edward Hyams. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. 


The amusing, the satirical, and the bizarre are Mr. Hyam’s specialities, and he has 
followed up his successful The Astrologer with another story in the same vein. A party 
of naval officers celebrating V-day in 1945 fasten a pawnbroker’s sign and an old 
pram to the mast of an allied warship. Next morning this odd object is mistaken for a 
new type of radar aerial and in a short time the effects of its discovery stir practically 
the whole world. If the joke is not quite good enough for a full-length novel, it is told 
with a shrewd observation and a frequently caustic wit. 


LAXDALE HALL. Eric Linklater. Cape, 12s.6d. 19-5 cm. 301 pages. 


All Linklater’s usual wit invests this fast-moving story of a dramatic fortnight in the 
remote parish of Laxdale in the West Highlands of Scotland. There is an eccentric 
collection of people at the Hall itself—including a politician with outlandish ideas, a 
successful novelist with a ‘past’, and a learned gentleman who has translated the 
Bacchae for local performance—and there are picaresque characters among the 
villagers, too. In the intervals of the action—at times as extravagant and improbable as 
ever—thcre are superb passages of learned and absurd conversation in the Peacockian 
manner. In these, and in some of the descriptive writing, Linklater’s gifts as a master of 


English are displayed to the full. This is vintage Linklater, with a rare and delectable 
bouquet. 
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LISE LILLYWHITE. Margery Sharp. Collins, 10s.6d. 20-3 cm. 256 pages. 


To England comes seventeen-year-old Lise Lillywhite, her grandfather and her 
formidable Tante Amélie, who is determined to arrange a good match for her. After 
two abortive attempts Lise is discovered to have plans of her own. A civilized and 
amusing story, in which the author touches with sly humour upon various aspects of 
contemporary social behaviour. Lise is a charming creation and Tante Amélie and a 
titled racketeer are spicy character studies which the reader cannot fail to appreciate. 


THE TELEGRAPH. Being the Second Book of Lucien Leuwen. Stendhal. Trans- 
lated from the French by H. L. R. Edwards. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 327 pages. 
The sequel to The Green Huntsman published early in 1951, The Telegraph brings the 
disillusioned hero to Paris at the conclusion of his amorous adventures in the garrison 
city of Nancy. If the first volume impresses primarily as a masterly analysis of first 
love, the second, in which Lucien becomes private secretary to the Minister of the 
Interior, is a mordant study of French political intrigue in the eighteen-thirties. 
Stendhal’s historically precocious psychological realism and his belief in the saving 
power of action are fascinatingly displayed in this witty and penctrating excursion 

into politics. The translation is admirable. 


THE DRAM-SHOP. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by Gerard Hopkins. 
Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 20-3 cm. 477 pages. 

This a masterly translation of L’ Assommoir, considered by many to be Zola’s greatest 
book. It is the history of two of his most convincing characters: the plumber Coupeau 
and his wife Gervaise. Coupcau falls fom a roof, and this accident drives him, and 
ultimately Gervaise, to drink and utter degradation. It is a grim, sad story, and, like 
all Zola’s work, contains many gratuitous coarse details. With these Mr. Hopkins 
deals with a tactful fidelity which is beyond praise. He has even solved the problem 
of translating Zola’s slang, so that without ‘bowdlerizing’ the whole is not offensive. 
The Dram-Shop is pleasanter reading than L’ Assommoir. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
WHAT DREAMS MAY COME. Cynthia Asquith. Barrie, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
255 pages. 

The editor of The Ghost Book, Cynthia Asquith is already well known as an antholo- 
gist and chronicler of supernatural lore and in this volume she adds to her reputation 
as an artist in macabre narrative. Many of these stories are told from the point of view 
of a doctor or a nurse and make their impact by a subtle contrast between scientific 
fact and psychological fantasy. Although very diverse in their settings, her tales all 
communicate especially strongly that intense consciousness of place which is one of 
the most potent ingredients of an effective ghost story. 


A ROUGH SHOOT. Geoffrey Household. Michael Joseph, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 158 pages. 
This is a ‘thriller’ with a difference. In his narrative, told in the first person by a re- 
spectable citizen who becomes involved in nefarious activities and even indulges in 
a little crime himself, the author of the famous Rogue Male employs all the usual stage 
propertics—the fascist underground movement, the secret agent dropped by aero- 
plane, the thrilling chase. His slyly acute character sketches and his dry humour, how- 
ever, make of his material not only an engrossing adult entertainment, but an excellent 
piece of writing, too.

PRIDE AND PREJUDICE. Jane Austen. Macdonald, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 424 pages. 
7 colour plates and 1 drawing by Philip Gough. Biographical note. (Macdonald 
Illustrated Classics) 

Mr. Gough’s charming period illustrations fitly adorn this latest edition of Miss 
Austen’s most spirited and witty classic. He has captured the youthful verve which 
has made this ironic domestic study of a family of young women with a silly and 
vulgar mother and a sarcastic, indolent father the most popular of her novels. The 
text follows that of the second edition published in 1813 except for minor corrections 
in spelling and punctuation. A biographical note gives details of Miss Austen’s life 
and of the origins and history of Pride and Prejudice. 


MARY WAKEFIELD. YOUNG RENNY. Mazo de la Roche. Pan Books, 

2s. each. 18 cm. 252; 254 pages. Paper bound. 
Mary Wakefield (1949) and Young Renny (1935) are the second and third volumes, 
respectively, in the domestic saga about the Whiteoaks of Jalna—an Anglo-Irish 
family who settled in Canada at the end of the nineteenth century. Mary Wakefield 
is a girl who comes from England as governess to the family and eventually marries 
into it. Renny is one of the third generation of Whiteoaks. In both stories the im- 
perious and matriarchal grandmother plays a dominau:t role. The changing Canadian 
scene provides a lovely background to the drama of human relationships played 
against it. 


MANHATTAN TRANSFER. John Dos Passos. Re-issue. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 
20°8 cm. 351 pages. 

This famous American novel (first published in England, 1925) was one of the earliest 
to deal with a large number of people by describing them and their activities in a 
succession of brief episodes that combine to form a coherent whole. This technique 
is similar to that of the cinema, and Mr. Dos Passos’s book has, indeed, much of the 
movement and visual quality of a good film. New York provides a tumultuous back- 
ground for the stories of a vast number of characters ranging from labourers to 
“socialites’. Implicit in every story and character is Mr. Dos Passos’s criticism of 
modern society, which is presented as decadent despite its ruthless energy. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
HANS ANDERSEN’S FAIRY TALES. Translated by Mrs. E. Lucas. 
Reprint. Dent, 11s.6d. 22 cm. 400 pages. Illustrations, including 8 colour plates, by 
Maxwell Armfield. (Children’s Illustrated Classics) 
A reprint of an edition first published in 1910 containing forty-one tales by the great 
Danish story-teller. The type is clear and easy to read; the illustrations have dated but 
have a period charm. 


LORNA DOONE. R.D. Blackmore. Dent, 11s.6d. 22:2 cm. 508 pages. 8 colour 
plates and 24 line drawings by Lionel Edwards. (Children’s Illustrated Classics) 
Lorna Doone, a stirring tale of love and revenge, is the novel by which its author 
(1825-1900) is remembered. It is chiefly concerned with the Doones, a savage band 
of outlaws, Lorna, who is brought up amongst them, and the hero, John Ridd, who 
falls in love with Lorna and, at the end, pits his Herculean strength against the most 
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villainous of the Doones in a fight to the death. Woven into the story are the exploits 
of Tom Faggus, a highwayman. Blackmore’s appreciation of nature is so well ex- 
pressed in Lorna Doone that to this day the Doone Valley in Somerset attracts many 
visitors. To young readers in their teens this skilful blend of romance and adventure 


should make a strong appeal. 


THE FLYING POODLE. Photographs by W. Suschitzky. Story by Roland 
Collins. Harvill Press, 10s.6d. 27-3 cm. 32 pages, including 36 photographs. 

The story of Mandy, a French poodle, who discovered one day that he could fly, and 

so was able to find among the chimney pots the friend of his puppyhood, then a 

kitten, now grown into a handsome cat. Enchanting photographs of this appealing 


couple and of the hero’s patrician, prize-winning relations illustrate the text. Ages 
four to six. 


PINOCCHIO. The Tale of a Puppet. C. Collodi. The original translation (from 
the Italian) by M. A. Murray, revised by G. Tassinari. New edition. Dent, 8s.6d. 
20*3 cm. 224 pages. 8 colour plates and numerous drawings by Charles Folkard. 
(Children’s Illustrated Classics) 

Collodi’s famous story (first published in Italy in 1883) is about a puppet who has to 

learn to be good before he can be transformed into a real boy. It takes him a long 

time, and many disagreeable things happen to him as a result of his disobedience and 
disregard for others, but eventually he learns wisdom and receives his reward. It is 

a fable that drives its moral home with ingenuity and liveliness. Ages nine to twelve. 


THE CAT DID IT. Brian Fairfax-Lucy. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
194 pages. Illustrations by Christine Price. 
A well-written if rather sombre tale about an ‘unsatisfactory’ lad from a humble and 
not very happy home in London. The stray kitten that Rob adopts, however, though 
it lands him in some difficulties, brings him an interest outside himself; in the course 
of a year he comes up against the police, runs away from home, does various odd jobs, 
and meets a wise old tramp who teaches him a lot about life: a somewhat disturbing 
time, but not without its consolations and adventures, at the end of which he emerges 
a happier boy with the makings of a good citizen. For children from thirteen onwards. 


THE WOOL-PACK. Cynthia Harnett. Methuen, 11s.6d. 22-2 cm. 190 pages. 
Illustrations by the author. Illustrated endpapers. 


A serious story for children from twelve to sixteen set in the Cotswold country in the 
year 1493. The hero, young Nicholas Fetterlock, is the son of a well-to-do wool 
merchant of Burford, and his day-to-day occupations are interestingly described and 
shed much light on the life of the times and in particular on the wool trade for which 
this locality was then renowned. An element ofa xcitement is introduced when the lad 
discovers the true nature of the Lombard money-lenders, who all but ruin his father’s 
reputation. 


IT’S FUN TO HAVE A PONY. How Three Children chose their Ponies 
and the many interesting things they did with them. Phyllis Hinton. Ward Lock, 
10s.6d. 20-9 cm. 128 pages. Coloured frontispiece, 16 plates, 9 drawings, 18 dia- 
grams by Maurice Tulloch. 

An entertaining and instructive book, for children of eight and over, by the Editor of 

Riding. It describes the adventures of three children while learning to ride and care for 


their ponies, and includes their experiences of a pony show, on a cub-hunt and at a 
Pony Club test. 
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TEKHI’S HUNTING. A Story of the Naga Hills. Winifred Holmes. Reprint. 

Bell, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 221 pages. Drawings by Jack Matthew. Glossary. 
When the head-hunting Nagas of northern Assam go down to the plains to sell their 
cotton, chillies and cucumbers, Tekhi, a young Naga boy, makes friends with Jane 
and Timothy Allen, the children of a tea-planter. The Allens visit the Naga village of 
Akhoia, and take part, nearly disastrously, in a tiger hunt. On their way home a rogue 
elephant terrifies their ponies, and the children are captured by the warlike Konyaks, 
from whom they are rescued by Tekhi’s skilful tracking and the intervention of his 
tribe. The black-and-white drawings, and the many references to strange tribal 
customs and beliefs are an added attraction to a thrilling tale, suitable for children from 
nine to fourteen. It was first published in 1941. 


THE LINTOWERS. Elisabeth Kyle. Peter Davies, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 237 pages. 
Illustrations by Joy Colesworthy. 


A robust and realistic tale of smuggling days on the coast of Ayrshire in the early 
nineteenth century. The Lintowers are an armed band who aid and abet the privateer 
Sea Hawk to land illicit cargo, and the hero, a young Scottish lad, son of the coast- 
guard, recounts his adventures in outwitting their schemes. Much of the dialogue has 
a strong Scots flavour, but this should not deter the older child (from thirteen onwards) 
from appreciating this exciting story. 


ARABIAN NIGHTS. Collected and edited by Andrew Lang. Longmans, 11s.6d. 
20-9 cm. 320 pages. Black-and-white illustrations by Vera Bock. 


ROSE FAIRY BOOK. Collected and edited by Andrew Lang. Longmans, 

10s.6d. 20°9 cm. 224 pages. 18 illustrations (9 in colour) by Vera Bock. 
Andrew Lang’s famous collections of fairy stories have never lost their appeal and 
their reappearance in modern dress will find a ready audience. This Rose Fairy Book 
is, actually, a new compilation made from the old editions of the Brown, Grey, Lilac, 
Orange and Pink Fairy Books, and contains eighteen romantic tales of French, Italian 
and Spanish origin. The present edition of Arabian Nights retains Lang’s preface, but 
one or two of the less popular stories have been omitted and a few new ones added. 
The American illustrations seldom catch the spirit of the text. 


THE DARK SAILOR OF YOUGHAL. Patricia Lynch. Dent, 9s.6d. 19-5 cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations by J. Sullivan. 

For children who like magic, Miss Patricia Lynch, with her gift for distilling the 
mysterious Irish landscape and legend, is one of the best authors. Here in this tale of 
a ghostly silver ship which took away a fisherman from his children, of the Dark 
Sailor and his bag of Spanish gold and of the little family who lived in a lonely cabin 
on a deserted shore, she creates a world half dream, half real, which captures the 
imagination. Ages ten to thirteen. 


CALLING ALL KITTENS. Written and illustrated by Winifred Martin. 
Blackie, 3s.6d. 29 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations (16 in colour). Illustrated endpapers. 
This nicely produced book consists mainly of clever and animated drawings of 
kittens; the simple and unpretentious text, relating the doings of several kinds of them, 
is intended for very young children (ages four to six), but the pictures will appeal to 


all cat lovers, though those in colour are perhaps less successful than the black-and- 
white sketches. 
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PAM AT STORNE CASTLE. Gladys Mitchell. Evans Bros., 7s.6d. 19 ¢m. 
214 pages. Illustrations by Alice Bush. 

A pleasantly told story about Pam Stewart, aged eighteen, who goes to a remote castle 

in Devonshire to look after two Spanish-American children. One of her charges is 

kidnapped, and much adventure ensues (all somewhat improbable but full of thrills) 


which will keep girls from eleven to fourteen agrceably engrossed. 


GALLOWAY GAMBLE. John Newsom. MacGibbon & Kee, 9s.6d. 20-9 cm. 

174 pages. 8 illustrations by Leslie Wood. Endpaper map. 
A motoring holiday to Scotland, planned by their father for Penny and Timothy 
Freeman and their two friends, has an exciting start. On their first night on the road 
Timothy is kidnapped when he goes to examine a mysterious car. He manages to 
escape and rejoin his companions and together they determine to thwart the villains, 
who prove to be German agents. Unable, at first, to get police help, they make use of 
primitive weapons and Mr. Freeman’s knowledge of ancient battles to discomfit their 
enemies. Ages nine to fourteen. 


ROUGH WATER. Roland Pertwee. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 22-2 cm. 

222 pages. Illustrations by Margery Gill. Endpaper map. 
A sequel to The Islanders, in which Pat, Toby and Nick spent an unusual ‘pioneering’ 
holiday in Devonshire. Here, the three friends have much to occupy them in fishing 
(very accurately described), arranging a pageant and rounding up an escaped convict, 
though an addition to the party—a very unpleasant lad with a genius for making 
trouble—has a somewhat disturbing influence on their activities. A rather lengthy 
story, but it is humorously and vivaciously written and the characters are not roman- 
ticized. Ages eleven upwards. 


THE FAUN AND THE WOODCUTTER’S DAUGHTER. Barbara 
Leonie Picard. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 20-3 cm. 255 pages. Illustrations by 
Charles Stewart. 

The author of that enchanting book The Mermaid and the Simpleton has once again 
provided a collection of fairy stories which will delight children from eight years 
onwards and their elders too. These fourteen stories of princes, knights or more 
humble folk are, advisedly, in the manner of the world’s great fairy tales, yet the 
author’s imaginative gifts are individual, and a prismatic and évocative style lends 
nuances of thought or feeling to a simple incident, and can transform entertainment 
into literature. 


SUNDAY ADVENTURE. John Pudney. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 176 pages. 
Illustrations by Ley Kenyon. Endpaper map. 

The poet and novelist, John Pudney, has provided a thrilling story for young people 
from ten to fourteen, featuring ‘Uncle George, Fred and I’ who are known to B.B.C. 
listeners. The two boys explore an island to investigate the legend that the church bell 
of an old town long buried beneath the sea still tolls every Sunday. Many strange and 
exciting incidents occur before the amazing secret of the bell and the mineral deposits 
beneath the sea are finally discovered. 


THE TOOTER and Other Nursery Tales. Diana Ross. Faber, 8s.6d. 21-5 cm. 
104 pages. Illustrations (4 in colour) by Irene Hawkins. 


These thirteen little tales for the under-sevens, by an author well accustomed to writing 
for young children, will probably appeal most to the country child acquainted with 
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the farmyard and life of the village. There are two cat stories, three about hens; those 
about children portray them naturalistically. All are agreeably and simply told. 


CRAZY CASTLE. David Severn. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 192 pages. Ilustra- 
tions by J. Kiddell-Monroe. 


The Warner children, Alan, Joan and Christopher, have appeared in previous books 
by David Severn. Here, their adventures during the summer holidays in tracing a 
friend’s missing pony are as lively as ever and all the characters are well drawn. This 
well-written and exciting tale will delight young people from ten to thirteen years. 


BARRY’S EXCITING YEAR. A. Stephen Tring. Oxford University Press, 
7s.6d. 19 cm. 245 pages. Illustrations by Charlotte Hough. 

Barry, aged eleven, is a working-class lad with various—sometimes conflicting— 
ambitions: to win a scholarship at the Grammar School, to play a good game of 
cricket, to own a bicycle. He becomes involved with the local gang of tough boys, 
but meets, also, some pleasant cultivated people. Admirably written, with a sensible 
blend of realism, humanity, and interesting and plausible incident, Mr. Tring’s new 
book is again a winner, and is bound to appeal to boys from ten years upwards. 


Non-Fiction 
ADVENTURE AND DISCOVERY FOR BOYS AND GIRLS, 6. 
Cape, 12s.6d. 22-8 cm. 255 pages. Photographs. Drawings. Diagrams. 

There is plenty of variety among the articles and stories in this popular annual for 
intelligent children from twelve to fifteen. The contributions, by people who know 
their subjects, cover such subjects as mountaineering, canoe racing, polar flights, 
floating lighthouses, the theatre, the process of textile dyeing, economic entomology 
as a career, and land reclamation in Holland. The book is very well illustrated. 


THE AUSTRALIAN JUNIOR ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Editor-in-Chief: 
Charles Barrett. 2 vols. Georgian House (Melbourne, Australia) for the Australian 
Junior Encyclopaedia Pty.: distributors outside Australasia Phoenix House (London), 
£7.78. 25°4.cm. 1,056 pages. 24 plates and 8 maps in colour. 1,000 illustrations. Index. 

A work of distinct value to many more readers than the young people in their teens 
for whom it was planned, this encyclopaedia is a compilation of some one hundred 
and fifty articles, grouped in related subjects. A great many aspects of knowledge 
relating to Australia are considered—administration, anthropology, culture, geo- 
graphy, geology, history, industry, natural history, sport, transport, for example— 
and there is a short biographical dictionary. Most of the contributors are well-known 
authorities, some of international repute, and the information provided is up to date 
as well as accurate. 


TELEVISION WORKS LIKE THIS. Jeanne and Robert Bendick. Phoenix 
House, 8s.6d. 24°7 cm. 64 pages. $0 illustrations. Index. 

The book tells the present-day story of television in a manner suitable for young 
people of fourteen years and over, and makes its appeal largely through a liberal use 
of bold and humorous sketches and diagrams. Scientific principles are explained so 
briefly that it is doubtful whether they can be understood or appreciated by the 
juvenile reader, but the general account of what goes on in the studio, the camera, 
the control room, the transmitter and receiving set makes an interesting story. The 
book will meet a need felt by teachers and parents of inquiring children. 
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ADVENTURES IN SCIENCE. No. 1. Edited by B. C. Brookes. Heinemann, 
I$. 22°2 cm. 299 pages. 12 plates. Figures in text. 

This lively, stimulating and well-produced book is the first of a series which will 
entertain and fascinate schoolboys of fourteen upwards and adults with general 
scientific interests while instructing them in recent inventions and discoveries. It treats 
numerous topical subjects from bird-flight to locomotives, evolution to jet propulsion 
and gas turbines, ants to radar. Two noteworthy series of articles will be continued 
in future issues—Careers in Science (here the research chemist and the electrical power 
engineer) and Instruments of Science (here the Wilson cloud chamber, calculating 
machines and mathematical instruments). 


THE ELECTRIC CURRENT. P. Dunsheath. Bell, 18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 221 pages. 
Frontispiece and 22 plates. 68 figures in text. Index. 

This book is based on the 1949-50 series of Christmas lectures to young people at the 
Royal Institution, where Faraday worked and lectured over a century ago. Dr. 
Dunsheath is a distinguished electrical engineer and past President of the Institution 
of Electrical Engineers. The book is well illustrated and contains a wealth of interest- 
ing information in a form that can be read and enjoyed, not only by fifteen-year-olds 
for whom the book is mainly intended, but also by their parents. It gives a full and 
fascinating account of the electric current, and is best read a chapter at a time with 
intervals for assimilation. 


SILVER-SAND AND SNOW. Eleanor Farjeon. Michael Joseph, 15s. 20-5 cm. 
316 pages. Index. 
Here are three hundred poems for children, many of them new, the others chosen 
from the numerous volumes which Miss Farjeon has published during the past thirty- 
five years. They deal with animals, birds and fairy-tales, the joys of Christmas, nursery- 
life and gardens, and they make a delightful collection, for she is never pretentious or 
arch or condescending: she remembers clearly the world as she saw it through the eyes 
of a child, and sings of it with a spontaneity which will enchant children of any age. 


This book gives Eleanor Farjeon a permanent place of honour between Stevenson and 
Walter de la Mare. 


NELSON’S ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Compiled and edited by H. L. Gee. 
Nelson, 25s. 22-2 cm. 751 pages. 16 colour plates. 80 pages of photographs. Many 
line drawings, diagrams and maps. 

A new encyclopaedia, very attractively designed and printed, which contains nearly 
9,000 entries and over 500,000 words. Besides the usual biographical, historical, geo- 
graphical and scientific articles, it includes a great deal of factual information: statistics, 
dates, chemical and mathematical formulae, etc. Many living people appear, and 
recent developments in science, engineering, politics, etc. The photographs are more 
decorative than useful, although most of the drawings serve their purpose well. The 
entries vary in accuracy and value, some being simplified to the point of naiveté, but 
the young student will find this a useful and convenient work of reference. 


ADVENTURE WITH STAMPS. Margit Hayek. Jenkins, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 
144 pages. 13 plates. Glossary. Index. 

This excellent book, suitable for young people of ten years and over, tells the story, 

through the medium of postage stamps, of those countries within the British Common- 

wealth which are situated in the continents of America and Australasia. In these tales 

of exploration and colonization and of native customs and folk-lore the reader is 
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continually referred to stamps which depict the scenes. There are 129 photographic 
illustrations of these stamps. 


THE JUNIOR WOODWORKER. Charles H. Hayward. Evans Bros., 8s.6d. 
22-2 cm. 208 pages. 39 illustrations. Drawings in text. Index. 

The book begins by discussing the tools which the amateur woodworker is likely to 
need, their purpose, and the correct method of using and caring for them. The reader 
is given clear and concise instructions on the preparation of wood, the various forms 
of joints, hinges, doors and methods of finishing woodwork, and on the fitting-up of 
a work bench. The final chapter consists of designs for several toys, a table lamp, a 
bookshelf and a cigarette box. The book has many excellent diagrams and should 
appeal strongly to woodworkers between ten and fourteen. 


THE segevetgetente STORY. James Leasor. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 223 pages. Illustrations by Evadné Rowan. (Career Books) 
This book is lide’ to help young people who are thinking of taking up journalism. 
The author, an experienced journalist himself, weaves into a racy story of the ex- 
periences of three boys during their first year after leaving school a wealth of practical 
information about the craft, a warning of its trials and tribulations and a glimpse of its 
hard-won triumphs. Apart from its special purpose, it is likely to be enjoyed just as a 
story by many young people from about twelve to seventeen. There is one slight slip: 
it is many years since any British university provided a diploma course in journalism. 


MODERN MOTOR BOATS AND YACHTS. N.H. Loveless. Temple 
Press, 8s.6d. 24°4 cm. 93 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 28 plates. Line illustrations. 
Plans. (Power and Speed Library) 

This well-illustrated book should do much to widen interest in yachting. The author 

writes in an easy style, reviewing the small craft to be seen around our coasts, and 

describes their purpose, mode of construction, propulsion, and the technique of 
sailing. Although primarily intended for the schoolboy, ten to fifteen years, this book 
will interest adult readers just beginning to take an interest in yachts and yachting. 


THE ANIMAL’S WORLD. Doris L. Mackinnon. 2nd edition, revised. Bell, 
18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations and drawings. 

Professor Mackinnon has presented here an enormous amount of food for thought for 
the inquiring child of twelve and upwards. The book arose first out of broadcast talks 
which may account for the familiar and easy style, and this edition has been enlarged 
by a new chapter on ‘Eggs’. Since the book chiefly stresses the interdependence of 
form and function there are chapters on almost every morphological and physiological 
aspect of the living organism following a sequence: locomotion, breathing, feeding 
(with a necessary digression on plants), sensation and perception, communication, 
behaviour and reproduction. This is a book in which the reader can have complete 
confidence in the authority of the writer. 


ROCKETS AND JETS. Marie Neurath. Parrish, 7s.6d. 22 cm. 36 pages. 
Coloured illustrations. 

A brief simple text and illustrations explain to the child of eight to twelve the 

principles and some applications of rockets and jets; showing, en passant, some jet- 

driven planes and a great airliner, and indicating what the jet cars and ships and space 

ships of the future may be like. The Isotype diagrams are very effective and their 

technical accuracy has been approved by an expert. 
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THIS IS THE UNITED NATIONS. Hebe Spaull. Rockcliff, 1.94. 21-5 cm. 

32 pages. 32 illustrations. Paper bound. 
This pamphlet describes the work of the chief branches of the United Nations in a 
simple conversational manner, and is intended to arouse the interest of children aged 


nine to eleven. 


LET’S LEARN TO KNIT. James Norbury. Brockhampton Press (Leicester), 6s. 
19°5 cm. 80 pages. 13 plates. Illustrations and diagrams in text (some coloured).

An authority on knitting provides very simply written instructions, suitable for girls 
from ten onwards. Having mastered the initial operations, which are demonstrated 
by clear diagrams, the young knitter should be able to undertake the simple garments 
and table mats described in this book and, eventually, the complicated articles, such as 
cardigans and pullovers, which follow.
